Man hurt by second 
Tube train bomb

A Tnan was injured by flying 
Yfoen a bomb exploded in 
a London Underground train 
that had just left Wood Green 
station, on the Piccadilly Line, 
last night. The force of the blast 
derailed the train in a tunnel. 

The incident occurred at 
about 9.15.

Yesterday, with most people 
looking anxiously to see bow 
sterling was taking the news, 
there were enough sellers to 
set the sensitive Financial 
Times ordinary share index, 
comprising 30 leading industrial 
stocks, on a precipitous slide 
that continued until late after¬ 
noon. 

Sterling, already battered by . 
the currency turmoil of the past j 
10 days, tvas again supported 
by tbe Bank of England, pos¬ 
sibly to the exteat of some 
5100m in addition to the support 
of some $l,000m during the past 
two weeks. The pound closed 
nearly a cent down against the 
dollar at S1B140. 

At worst yesterday the FT j 
index was 15.7 points down at j 
394.5 at 3 pm, bur that tempted 
some buyers and by the close 
the index was back to 400, a 
net loss of 103 points. 

Few people are prepared to 
speculate about what will hap¬ 
pen today to shore prices or 
the pound. Mr Wilson’s de¬ 
cision has staggered the City by 
its timin g: three weeks from a 
Budget, at a moment of acute 
international currency turmoil 
and long before negotiations on 
the second stage of the Govern¬ 
ment’s incomes policy have been 
concluded. 

One thing is certain, however, 
and that is that markets d is lik e 
uncertainty. One view in. tbe 
City yesterday was that Mr 
Wilson would not have resigned 
unless the details of the Budget 
had been virtually agreed and 
that a short period of uncer¬ 
tainty until a new leader »s 
selected and the Budget is out 
of the way is acceptable.

Mr Wilson, puffing his pipe 
and looking forward to relax¬ 
ing days with his family and 
his dog Paddy, reasserted a: a 
press conference in the 
Ministry of Defence yesterday 
that his decision was-.in accord 
with previously declared inten¬ 
tions.

Budget decisions may have to be delayed

The cootest for the Labour 
leadership may lead to a post¬ 
ponement of final decisions op 
the shape of the Budget and 
the Governments agreement 
on the next round of wage 
restraint. Mr Healey, Chancellor 
nf the Exchequer, is expected 
to be a candidate in the elec¬ 
tion, which may slow down 
preparations for the Budget, the 
date for which has been set as 
April 6. 

The Budget has become inti¬ 
mately linked with reaching a 
consensus with the unions on 
the next round of pay restraint. 
Union leaders have declared 
themselves in favour of a refla- 


tionary Budget, which conflicts 
with advice from bodies such os 
the Organization .for Economic 
Cooperation and Development. 
The OECD has argued that it 
would be wrong to stimulate the 
economy until it is clear thar 
the next round of pay rises will 
be lower than those agreed 
under the £6 limit. 


The unions have said that 
they are not willing to 
“ deliver" on wage restraint 
until they have seen what the 
Government has'to offer in its 
broad economic policy through, 
the Budget. The most likely 
way out would seem to be for 
the Chancellor to produce a 
tentative Budget on April 6, but 


to indicate that it .could be 
modified if # . the trade unions 
came up with acceptable pay 
proposals. 

Since Mr Wilson went out of 
his way last night to say that 
one reason for his resignation 
was to allow his successor to 
influence the next round of 
counier-inflation polity, it is 
likely .that the new leader will 
want to be. brought into any 
bargaining sessions. That would- 
mean that-the final form of the 
next stage of pay policy would 
not be known until around June. 
Nor would the net effect of the 
□ext Budget, although details of 
some tax proposals'-would be 
clear earlier.

Second, I have a clear duty to 
the country and to the party not 
to remain here so long that others 
arc denied the chance to seek 
election to this post. This is the 
most experienced and talented 
team in this century, in my 
view transcending that of 
Campbell-Bannerman 70 years 
ago. I am proud of that. 
A leadership election will do good 
in showing the country the wealth 
of raj cut in our ranks. 

The fact that 1 am leaving 
shortly after my sixtieth birthday 
has no bearing on the choice to 
be made. I have reached 60 after 
13 years* party leadership, nearly 
eight of these In Downing Street.

meet in a period of unprecedented 
world - economic . problems—the 
five-fold increase in the.price of 
the oil we import. 

The value of our exports Is rising 
strongly—by 4 per cent in die 
last three months compared with 
the previous three months—and 
at a much faster rate than 
imports. 

For two years we have bad to 
face the consequences of world 
inflation and world unemploy¬ 
ment.

Never a dull 
moment 


This is an office to chcrisb ; stimu¬ 
lating and satisfying. Yon will 
never have a dull moment; you 
will never get bored. Bat it is a 
.full-time calling. These are not the 
easy, spacious, socially oriented 
days of some of my predecessors. 
Apart from quite generous holi¬ 
days—when, thanks to modern 
communications. I have never been 
more than moments away from 
Downing Street—I have had to 
work seven days a week, at least 
12 to 14 hours a day. But the 
variety and Interest—with usually, 
at least 300 different documents or 
submissions to read in an average 
weekend after a busy week—means 
that yon do not get bored ; conse¬ 
quently, you do not get tired.

Mr Norman Scott 
denies making 
living as blackmailer

Mr Norman Scott, the chief 
prosecution witness in a case 
which has become an element 
in die Jeremy Thorpe affair, 
denied in Exeter Crown Court 
yesterday that he .bad made a 
living as a blackmailer. 

Mr Scott, aged 36, a former 
model, was giving evidence at 
the trial of Andrew Gino 
Newton, aged 29, an airline 
pilot, of Abinger Road, Chis¬ 
wick, London. 

The case is the sequel to an 
incident on Exmoor on the night 
of October 24, last, when Mr 
Newton killed Rinka, Mr Scott's 
great dane, with a Mauser 
pistoL 

Mr Newton pleaded guilty to 

shooting the dog and to having 
the pistol without a licence and 
without authority in a public 
place. 

He denied possessing the gun 
with intent to endanger life and 
with intent to commit an 
indictable offence, assault. 


the two men met again because, 
Mr Scott said, Mr • Newton 
wanted to talk about the man 
who was coming from Canada. 
They drove to Exmoor in Mr 
Newton’s car with Mr Scott 1 s 
dog. 

Mr Scott was in tears as he 
said Mr Newton had shot the 
dog. “Then he tried to shoot 
me,” he said. “ I could feel the 
gun in my hair, but it did not 
work.” 

Mr Newton had then driven 
off.

Syria’s intervention to stop 
the rebel Lebanese And) Army 
from unseating President Sulei¬ 
man Franjieh has provoked a 
dangerous confrontation be-' 
tween Syrian forces here and 
the Lebanese left . .. 

President Franjieh has indi¬ 
cated that he would be willing 
to step down under certain 
conditions, but there is still no 
real sign that he-will in fact 
how to the military and polit¬ 
ical pressure on him. With the 
military ultimatum now six 
days old and proliferating 
rebel armies chaotically dep¬ 
loyed throughout tbe country, 
even greater anarchy and 
bloodshed are threatened. 

Tbe - firm Syrian stand 
against tbe left-wing Army 
rebels trying to march on the 
palace indicates just how 
seriously the Damascus regime 
views the situation. 

' President Hafez Assad of 
Syria has left no doubt that he 
considers an attempt to push 
Mr Franjieh ont by force 
would aggravate the situation 
even further. For this reason, 
he has called Lieutenant 
Ahmed Khatib, the man round 
whom the Muslim Army rebels 
have rallied, for urgent talks 
in Damascus. 

At the same time the Syrian 
leader is urging Mr Franjieh 
to heed the call by the Army 
and 70 of the 98 members of 
Parliament to hand in his res¬ 
ignation. President Franjieh so 
far has refused to budge in the 
complicated negotiating pro¬ 
cess that has ensued, leading 
observers to believe he is 
merely playing for time. 

This has led the Muslim. left 
to believe that only force will 
remove tbe President from 
office. Expressing his support 
for .the rebel attempt to march 
on the palace, Mr Kamal 
Jumblatt, the Socialist lea far, 
strongly attacked the Syrian 
derision . .to frustrate th&se 
efforts, saying that while Mr 
Franjieh remained in office 
bloodshed would continue. - - 

Both the left and the Pales¬ 
tinian guerrilla mainstream 
fear that Syria’s ultimate aim 
in Lebanon is to bring the 
Palestinians firmly under their 
control. 

With the -left strengthened 
militarily with the formation 
of the Lebanese Arab Army, 
the Syrians will now find it 
even harder to placate Mr 
Jumblatt and bis supporters. 

Nevertheless, Syria now finds 
itself so dangerously embroiled 
in Lebanon that it cannot 
afford to allow things to get 
further out of hand. It is 
reported that the Syrians have 
increased their forces here in 
recent weeks.

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Time is ripe for change 
at top of tree and 
Birds Nest can make it

By common consent the Cham¬ 
pion Hurdle, sponsored by Lloyds 
Bank at Cheltenham today. Is by 
tar the most fascinating race this 
week. The absence of Grand Can¬ 
yon and Sea Pigeon has robbed 
it of some of its spice, but the 
presence of two past champions. 
Comedy of Errors and Lanzarote, 
Night Norse and-Birds Nest In the 
line-up ought to be enough to 
satisfy the most avid appetite. 

Comedy of Errors and Lanza¬ 
rote have dominated the scene for 
the past -three years, and some 
expect them to do so again. But 
others say that we must be pre¬ 
pared to see a new champion to¬ 
day, and that he will be either 
the antepost favourite, Night 
Nurse, or Birds Nest, the other 
leading member of the . up-and- 
coming brigade. I think the situa¬ 
tion is ripe for change and my 
hopes are pinned on Birds Nest. 

i must confess to -being afraid 
of Night Norse, who has done 
nothing wrong tills season. To¬ 
wards the end of a race that may 
not be run at a breakneck gallop 
from the start, I think that Birds 
Nest and Night Nurse will be too 
fast for Lanzarote and Comedy of 
Errors. My colleague, Michael 
Seely, has reminded os often 
recently that there is an air of 
confidence at Mai ton. where Night 
Nurse is trained by Peter Easterby. 
Easter by considers titer Night 
Norse is better than Saucy Kit. 
his winner of the Champion 
Hurdle in 1967. 

Talking of confidence, Z have 
never known Bob TuraeH to he 
more hopeful of winning a race 
of this nature. He has trained 
Birds Nest all winter with today 
in mind and, having won the 
Champion Hurdle once with 
Salmon Spray, he knows precisely 
what is required. 

Birds Nest and Night Nurse 
have beaten Comedy of Errors this 
season. They were admittedly ns* 
celYlog weight from the horse 
who won the Champion hurdle in 
1973 and agin last year. This 
time they wul all be carrying the 
same weight. That should help 
Comedy of Errors in his quest of 
retaining bis tide, but it does not 
alter my view that at the age of 
nine he faces an uphill struggle. 

I hare not liked the way that 
Comedy of Errors has tended to 
Jump to his right this season when 
the pressure has been on. I was 
not at Wolverhampton when Birds 
Nest beat him In the Champion 
Hurdle trial, bat by all accounts 
the ease with which he did so 
had to be seen to be believed. 
And that was Birds Nest’s first 
race for three months.

The Wilson years: One man s 


Harold WHson first came to 
10 Downing Street in the early 
gusts of an economic crisis. He 
is leaving it in the midst of one 
far worse and more deep- 
rooted. At almost any moment 
during the intervening years in 
which he has been Prime 
Minister, he could have said, as 
be did in fact say to his party 
conference in 1966: “The 
economic problem has over¬ 
shadowed our every act since 
we took office in October 
1964” Steadily, in the years 
since .then, the scales oE 
optimism hare fallen from the 
nation’s and, I suppose, even 
from Mr Wilson's eyes. Who¬ 
ever is to be the next Prime 
Minister is unlikely to talk, as 
Mr Wilson did during 1964, 
using phraseology borrowed 

from President Kennedy, about 
a hundred days of dynamic 
action. r 

Nor is the new incumbent 
likely to be telling the nation, 
as Mr Wilson did in an early 
crisis broadcast in October 
1964, of “ an exciting, challeng¬ 
ing adventure in partnership 
between the Government and 
die people of Britain ”. 

Few Prime Ministers have 
presided over such dismal and 
depressing years as Mr WHson. 
None could have been better 
than he at radiating optimism 
and, - in his better days, in com¬ 
municating it. This knack was 
reinforced by a remarkable 
capacity for a display of nerve, 
particularly in his better days, 
when he bad been driven up 
against a wall. It was a charac¬ 
teristic he first showed when he 


was elected with a tiny majority 
in 1964, winch was a big dis¬ 
appointment for Labour after 
the great expectations formed 
during the last days of the Mac¬ 
millan government and the first 
months of Sir Alec Douglas- 
Home’s. With an untried team, 
none of whom had experienced 
high Cabinet office, Mr Wilson 
might in theory have tempo¬ 
rized. There was talk about a 
deal with the Liberals and 
about watering down his Labour 
programme. He quickly made it 
dear that he would do neither 
and seemed to relish the tight¬ 
rope act on which he started 
then, as he has done ever since. 

So it was in 1964 and so it 
has been ever since. Mr Wil¬ 
son's years as Prime Minister 
have ’been a strange and 
idiosyncratic combination of 
yielding and of last-minute re¬ 
sistance. And the root of it all 
has, of course, been his extra¬ 
ordinary relationship with the 
party. His particular contribu¬ 
tion to politics has been to 
keep Labour viable as an in¬ 
strument for government, -which 
has demanded an exercise in 
ambiguity for which his talents 
and personality have been 
peculiarly fitted. 

The Labour Party’s rank-and- 
file had always disliked, and 
same had even detested, Hugh 
GoitskelL While Mr Gaitskell 
was fighting his bitter fight 
against (he .policy of unilateral 
disarmament, and to prevent 
the party’s policy from being 
dominated by fundamentalist 
Labour doctrine on nationaliza¬ 
tion, Mr Wilson had stood dis¬ 


approvingly and angrily to one 
side—not because he was really 
antipathetic to Mr GaitskeU’s 
position but simply because he 
did not believe that open war¬ 
fare between a leader and his 
party ever made sense if it 
could be avoided, as ho thought 
it usually could. 

Driven, in the end, by the 
posture he had assumed to 
stand against Mr he 

was badly defeated, only to be 
elected leader after Mr Gaic- 
skell’s death In competition. 
against the Gaitskellite claimant, 
Mr George Brown. 

Though most Labour MPa 
rather disliked Mr Wilson in 
1964, and hardly one of the then 
Shadow Cabinet could bring 
themselves to vote for him as 
leader, they had grasped the 
essential political point in 
Labour terms. His election un¬ 
leashed a torrent of trust and 
enthusiasm in the ordinary 
rank-and-file. The Labour con¬ 
ference of 1963, the I^t before 
the election victory of the fol¬ 
lowing year, was an immense 
triumph of confidence; Labour 
would inaugurate a new indus¬ 
trial revolution; the deadwood 
(as the clichfi bad it) would 
be swept from the boardrooms; 
a new classless Britain was 
about to be born (and so, in a 
sense, it was), and Labour was 
to be the natural party of gov¬ 
ernment. They were Mr Gait- 
skelTs policies but in a new 
guise to appeal to all the party. 
What is more. Labour was to be 
presented as a patriotic party. 
Above all. Labour was to be 
the party of growth. 


It was to be otherwise; In 
1964, the economic domain of. 
the Government was—as Labour 
politics demand ed—spht be- 
tween Mr James Callaghan (at 
■. Treasury denuded of toe re- 
for growth) and Mr 
George Brown at a new Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affaire 
(charged with growth but with 
no responsibility for-the balance 
of payments). 

Mr Brown was instantly busy- 
bringing all good men from 
both sides -of industry round the' 
table declaring their intent, to 
cooperate in a national plan and 
controlled incomes Tor the sake 
of a better Britain. But all this 
was againyr a gathering crisis. 
The prior problem was the. de¬ 
fence of sterling to. which the 
Wilson Government had com¬ 
mitted itself, as a sort of badge 
bf patriotism* in its early hours. 

The -crisis of -the autumn of 
1964 was followed by a worse 
one after the election of 1966" 
winch gave Mr .Wilson a real 
majority of 98. After an irrele¬ 
vantly generous budget by Mr 
Callaghan, the nation was again 
locked in crisis by midsummer. 
Sterling was collapsing;' ex¬ 
penditure cuts were announced, 
a wages freeze was inaugurated 
and Mr Brown first resigned 
and changed bis mind and 
stayed—to be shuffled to the 
Foreign Office Jater.. Wage 
restriction and restraint fol¬ 
lowed, unemployment rose, but 
by November 1967 the Govern¬ 
ment, after its long and costly 
defence of sterling, and despite 
all its planning and cultivation 


.of the unions, vras driven to 

' devalue. , 

' This was the low water mark 
of .Mr.WHson’s career. To some 

extent, the G °7 f e W^Th2e- 
suffered-from til hick- There 

had been the seamen’s^ smke 
in 1966 ; the dock strike and 

the Middle Eft "“ SJthP 
But the plain fact was that the 
Government had not delivered 
"the goods- and had too often 
--acted- too -late, trying ***£*§[ 

. the demands of its 
followers .and pres^ve naao^ 
solvency, too. The 
Plan, the foundation of Labour 
-policy, had never got off the 

^In^the aftermath of devalu¬ 
ation, Mr Wilson appeared at 

h ! s. worst when his television 
broadcast seemed to try to pre¬ 
sent the defeat of the Govern- 
mentis whole strategy as a_ vic- 

■ tory: subsequent glosses of the 

famous undertaking about the 
pound in the ordinary persons 
• pocket being really pot in at 
1 the behest .of the Treasury, to 
reassure people that overnight 
their pound would not be re¬ 
duced, cut little ice. But for a 
moment the Labour Party itself 
actually seemed a little bappter, 
believing that devaluation had 
sgvcfl it from deflation- In fact* 
it got .both. In the uneasy run¬ 
up to the 1970 election, the new 
Chancellor, Mr Roy Jenkins, 
who had taken Mr Callaghan's 
place, gradually put the econ¬ 
omy on a more disciplined'basis. 

• ft is easy now: to forget the 
fearfully low morale-- of - the 
Government and the country for 
more than a year after devalu¬ 


ation; the appalling fegecri°£ 
defeats, in March 1968 ; M r 
Wilson’s evidently mistrustful 
colleagues, the Prime Ministers 
obsessive suspicions of the 
- pressj vrhich he came to believe 
was ‘really persecuting him hay¬ 
ing been (as he had thought in 
his early days) won over to his 
abiding support. It- is even easy 
to forget all the talk about 
-coalition and businessmen's gov¬ 
ernment and' the like, and 
whether Mr Wilson might even 
be removed by a revolt of his 
own Cabinet. lift* Wilson himself 
was embittered and after a long 
silence lashed but against ** a 
hostile and embittered estab¬ 
lishment” which was naturally 
undermining a Labour Govern¬ 
ment. 

Within a year, however, his 
morale and confidence were 
recovering, though he had one 
more hurdle before facing the 
electorate. In an attempt to 
tackle the chaos of industrial 
relations, he actually proposed' 
to legislate on trade union re¬ 
form, but was obliged to drop 
it • by the hostility of his - own 
supporters 

To Mr Wilson’s evident 
astonishment, he was defeated 
in the election of 1970. The 
electors’ memory was longer 
than he had supposed ; they 
were even prepared to elect 
, Mr Heath, whom Mr .Wilson, 
had always affected to-regard 
as an all-time loser. But within 
four years, Mr Wilson-was back 
again in office, again presid¬ 
ing over an economic . crisis 
but also aver a party that had 
moved much more sharply to 
the left. 


I have dwelt on the economic 
and industrial drama which has 
surrounded the Wilson Govern¬ 
ments because that has encapsu¬ 
lated both its essential hopes 
and failures. Of course, there 
has been more to it. than that; 
the histrionic claims that Mr 
Wilson laid in his. earlier years 
to a place, on Britain’s behalf, 
at the world’s “top" tables; 
the long-drawn-out negotia¬ 
tions with Mr Ian Smith on 
Tiger; the “special" relation¬ 
ship with Mr Kosygm; holding 
off his left-wing over Vietnam; 
above all, the remarkable am¬ 
biguity of bis attitude to 
Europe. Undoubtedly, for ail 
hit md to enter against Gen¬ 
eral de Gaulle, he could prob¬ 
ably never have taken Britain 
in against his party. But once 
In, he could manipulate his 
party to keep it in. 

Mr Wilson’s career as Prime 
"Minister and party leader has 
bfAT i dedicated to one overrid¬ 
ing purpose; to transform Laly 
our from a party of protest to 
a party of power. Some might 
say .that he was turning it from

Mr Wilson’s sudden resignation • 
does not leave the Labour Party 
with any automatic Successor. 
Since 1972 Mr Ted Short- has 
been deputy leader,. <ot the 
party, but Ids ejection, to that 
post has never beesh 1 seen as 
implying the succession. At 
the age of 63 be has wide 
experience and is.. not . too 
closely associated with either 
the right or left wing, but 
neither as Leader of tpp. House 
of Commons nor as Lord’Preri- 
dent of the Council with 
rasponsibifKty for devolution 
has lie seemed to command the 
political sensitivity necessary in 
a Prime-Mkristor. Only if there 
were absolute deadlock would 
he be Ekely to. appear as a 
serious candidate. 

•Most people will see the 
trout ■ runner as being Mr 
Callaghan. He has .ejtperieoce 
of the three other :great offices 
of state—Chancellor '.of the 
Exchequer, E0me : 1 Secretary 
and .now. Foreign..Secretary— 
and his name has^ for years 
come top of the list'in' chat ;

as t» who would take over if 
Mr .Wilson, fell under a bus. 
Now that Mr Wilson has, as it 
were, provided hds own bos, 
Mr CaAlagban’s avuncular style 
may seem well suited to provid¬ 
ing reassurance at a time of 
shock. 

His great strength is his aid'll 
as* a political tactician. He 
understands as few do the 
nature of power kt the Labour 
Party..-He has always taken the 
greatest pains to preserve good 
relations with the trade unions 
-—most. conspicuously in his 
open resista n ce to Mr Wilson in 
the struggle over In Place of 
Strife —mid both his record and 
style would be an asset in the 
run-up to the next round of 
incomes policy. 

Mr Callaghan’s most obvious 
liability is his age. When one 
Prime Minister lays down his 
burden at the age of 60 it might 
not seem altogether logical then 
to turn to a man who will cele¬ 
brate his sixtysfourth birthday 
next week—though Mr Wilson 
himself went oat of his wsnr to 
emphasize that age should be 


no bar. There may also be 
some doubts as to the range 
of Ids interest and expertise m 
the complex business of modern 
government. 

Hs record as Chancellor was 
not impressive* though it would 
be unfair to blame him alone 
for that. As Foreign Secretary 
his performance as a tactical 
John Bull has won much praise, 
though his sense of the posable 
let him down in his demand 
for a separate place at the Paris 
energy conference. As Prime 
Minister be would be particu¬ 
larly strong on style and as an 
electoral campaigner. 

Mr Healey's chances would 
have seemed stronger a month 
ago. But the public expenditure 
White Paper upset the left, and 
no doubt some others who were 
not prepared to make their dis¬ 
satisfaction so obvious, and the 
vigour of his assault on the 
Tribune Group in the Commons 
last week opened wounds which 
have not yet had time to heal. 
But be is a man of formidable 
ability, and sometimes equally 
formidable manner. 


As Secretary of State for 
Defence from 1964 to 1970 he 
impressed all who came in con¬ 
tact with him, at home and 
abroad, with his grasp ot the 
complexities. He is well versed 
in foreign affairs, though he. 
performed his full quota of 
U-turns, on die European issue, 
and while as Chancellor he has 
made his mistakes the speed 
with which be has come to .grips, 
with his subject has been re¬ 
markable. His proposals for 
cuts in public expenditure, in 
future years do not go as far 
or as fast as many people 
would like, but in the context 
of Labour Party politics "they" 
are an act of courage. 

Mr Healey’s weakness is his . 
lack of sensitivity. His natural 
style is to give and take blows 
freely in argument, but it is a 
characteristic not always appre¬ 
ciated by less robust spirits. He 
has a capacity to give offence, 
personal and collective, which 
could prove a liability, especi¬ 
ally . in bolding together die" 
unwieldy groupings which form 
the Labour Party. But there 


be no , doubt of the force'and 
grasp of policy issues that he 
woiild - bring to the office of 
Prime Minister. 

Of all the possible contenders 
Mr Jenkins and Mr Benn prob¬ 
ably command' the strongest per¬ 
sonal-support — and the most 
active opposition. That is partly 
a matter of personality, partly 
because they are seen as the 
champions -of the right and left 
wings respectively. For years 
there has been a circle of 
admirers around Mr Jenkins 
who have looked forward to the 
day when his, qualities of intel¬ 
lect, .. humanity and courage 
would take him'to the premier¬ 
ship. 

At the despatch box he has 
an authority that few can rival 
in .foe present House of Com¬ 
mons. Ha has a grasp of his 
subject and -can explain it with 
that quiet- reasonableness that 
can be the most effective form 
of parliameacary oratory • these 
days, and he. has been ready to 
use .these gifts in politically 
dangerous waters. When first 
Home Secretary in the 1960s be 


showed courage and imagina¬ 
tion in preparing the Legisla¬ 
tion that became the Race 
Relations Act of. 1S6S. His stand 
on the European issue over a 
period of years is well known 
and he : won much praise, 
though not uniform approval, 
for his performance as Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer from 
1967 to 1970. 

His two main weaknesses are 
his close identification with one 
wing of the party and his lack 
of that touch of vulgarity that 
can be such an advantage to a 
politician- Nobody would think 
of describing him as hearty, so 
that be has found it harder 
than it might or need have been 
for him to establish good 
personal relations ...with those 
who disagree with h i m on 
policy—and sometimes eren 
those v-ho do. 

As Prime Minister be might 
find it hard to hold the Labour 
Parry together, but his appoint¬ 
ment would be particularly 
welcomed by Britain’s allies and 
European partners and by many 
floating voters;

News of Harold Wilson's 
resignation reached me in a 
second-hand bookshop in 
Charing Cross Road, at about 
noon. A woman came in and 
was told by one of the sales¬ 
men : “ Harold’s resigned ". My 
thoughts flew to the Prime 
Minister, but then the man 
added: “ There’s a meeting this 
afternoon 

Harold, I reasoned, must be 
an executive of the bookshop, 
perhaps caught with his hand 
in the tflL Why else would there 
need to be a meeting ? I 
thought no more of it, caught 
a bus to Gray’s Inn Road and 
grabbed a large cheese roll in a 
pub. There a customer was told 
by a barman: “Harold’s 
resigned ". 

So it must really be bjm. I 
wolfed my lunch, muring that 
there are not many men in 
public life who can reedily be 
identified simply by their first 
name. 

Off to the tobacconist for a 
pack of cigars—not for a cele¬ 
bration (I am one of the few 
admirers of Wilson I know) but 
because I habitually smoke one 
or two after lunch- The 
tobacconist confirmed the news 
but declined to offer any 
opinion. I went into the street 
to find people who would. 

The first person I met was a 
Scottish army officer, a Con¬ 
servative voter, who knew his 
mind precisely: “I think it’s 
a great pity ”, fa e said. * I think 
hes ratted out on us. 

“ What will be the effect on 
sterling and on confidence in 
the country ? He’s picked a had 
time and one wonders why. Is 
there some great scandal ? " 

By now the sky was beco ming 
dark grey: storm clouds were 
gathering literally, and it was 
beginning to rain quite hard. 


Mr fienn’s position within die

But 
then so was WHson. He’s always 
been able to find out the pre¬ 
vailing mood and move with it, 
rather than divide the party. 
But he’s always kept the chap- 
next-door image you can trust,” 

His friend agreed, smiling: 


“I’d let him take my dog out 
for a-walk, yes.” 

I approached three more 
staunch Labour voters—one, iu 
a cloth cap, was a former coun¬ 
cil worker, 78 years old, who 
had vivid memories of the 
General Strike. He was in no 
doubt of the reason for the 
resignation. 

“He packed np because the 
Left-wingers were alwavs hav¬ 
ing a go at him,” he said. 
“There’s only so much a man 
can stand. It’s enough to drain 
your nervous energy. I hr.te 
those Left-wingers. I despise 
them. Wilson knew his job. He 
was the finest politician in the 
world, bar none.”

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END OF THE WILSON ERA 


Xhe ; past twelve years have been 
a period of palpable decline for 
j ° ' United' Kingdom: absolute 
decline in respect of .external 
power and relative decline in 
respect of living standards. 
During nine of those years Mr 
Wilson has been Prime Minister. 
The causes of decline are deep- 
teated and disseminated. No one 
. oaa, not even a Prime Minister, 
uo -^roup -of men, not even a 
cabinet, has the power, in a 
plural and politically free 
society, to originate or arrest the 
process. Their responsibility for 
w ■ * happens to the nation is 
qualified by that limitation. 

The best that political leaders 
can do in times like these is to 
identify remediable disorders 
contributing to decline, to win 
public acquiescence in the 
pursuit of . remedies, . and to 
promote adjustment to changes 
in outward circumstances. The 
politics of adjustment is not 
naturally matched to an inspir¬ 
ing or noble stance. It imposes 
compromises, obliquity, with* 

- drawals. It would be generally 
"greed, though some would say 

• -t with gratitude and others with 
contempt, that Mr Wilsons 
talents suited the occasion. 

He entered his prime minister* 
ship in 1964 in a gale of rhetoric, 
and with a measure of belief, to 
the effect that the sleeping 
energies of the nation could be 
awakened by a reveille of social 
reform and sustained by the 
win application of socialism and 
science. He also entertained large 
deas,. still very common at the 
une, about the scale of Britain's 
ieace-keeping role in distant 
arts. Those ideas tie abandoned 
nly slowly and with reluctance, 
.s a for the marriage betweeu 
ocialism and science, if it ivas 
ver solemnized it did not prove 
ruitful. 

His decision, taken in the early 
eeks of his first government, to 
[efend the fixed parity of stor¬ 
ing contributed largely to that 
iovernmentis failure to lift indus- 
rial production to a new level 
of sustained growth. Neither in 
ate 1964, nor in. the summer of 
1966 after being returned to 
iffice with a comfortable major- 
ty, was he willing to devalue 
!ie_ pound. That inhibited econ- 
imic expansion and meant that 
Hen devaluation was finally 
ced upon his government they 
.'C in no position to reap fuil 
momic benefit from it. With 
: advantage of hindsight, that 
termination to defend the 
cchange rate can be seen as a 
rge misjudgment. It also illus- 
ates one trait of his complex 
'litical character, the coexist- 
lce of radical talk and causer- 
itive instincts. 

"rooked path 

Towards the end- of his first 
-iod of office Mr Wilson be¬ 
ne the first of two Prime Min¬ 
ers to experience the full force 
:radc union resistance to statu- 
y intervention in what they 

- ,ard as their own affairs. He 
> forced to beat a retreat from 

proposals contained in the 
lite Paper “ In Place of 
ifc”. and shortly afterwards, 
ten in opposition, he joined 
ithusiastically with the trade 
lions in resisting the statutory 
,ibrace of the Conservative Gov* 
nmeut. 

This was one episode which 
aimed Mr Wilson a reputation 
or deserting in opposition 
auscs he espoused in office. His 
.hanging attitude (in common 
vitli leading politicians in both 
i.irriesl towards a statutory iu- 
oxues policy is another instance. 
Hie one which stirred the deep¬ 
est passions, and still stirs them, 
is the crooked path lie . trod 
towards British membership of 


the European Economic Com¬ 
munity. 

Hia role in that chapter of his¬ 
tory will long be debated. In 
appearance he was a late convert 
to the view that Britain’s cir¬ 
cumstances pressed membership 
of EEC upon her, provided tran¬ 
sitional terms could bo negotia¬ 
ted that were not too unfavour¬ 
able. It seemed to be the nega¬ 
tive arguments which weighed 
with him most. He was not 
allured by- the creative possi¬ 
bilities of European statesman¬ 
ship. He was certainly. not a 
visionary—although he did once 
crown a list of calculations in 
favour of joining with the remark 
“You cannot quantify elan”. 

Acceptable terms 

Once his government . had 
decided to renew application for 
membership be went at it with 
a will, proclaiming with Lord 
George-Brown “We mean busi¬ 
ness He was out of office 
before negotiations were com¬ 
plete. It feD to Mr Heath to finish 
what Mr Wilson had begun, and 
to finish it on terms not much 
different from those which 
Labour ministers had reason to 
expect when opening negotia¬ 
tions, terms which some of those 
ministers later said the Labour 
Cabinet would have accepted. Cut 
Mr Wilson, then under strong 
pressure to dissociate the party 
froni the European policy, 
advised that the terms be oppo¬ 
sed as being insufficiently 
favourable. "When Parliament had 
accepted them and passed the 
legislation necessary for acces¬ 
sion to the Treaty of Rome, he 
committed the next Labour gov¬ 
ernment to a "renegotiation ” of 
the terms of entry with rhe 
implied possibility of British 
withdrawal if the new negotia¬ 
tions did not give satisfaction. 

These manoeuvres brought 
much obloquy on him from rhu«e 
whose hearts were in the Euro¬ 
pean policy, some contempt even 
from those w*hose hearts were 
not, and a measure of odium in 
political circles in continental 
Europe. He was accused of 
betraying a cause to which ho 
had committed himself, of con¬ 
sulting his own political interests 
before those of the nation, of 
putting party before country. 

There is another possible ex¬ 
planation of his conduct, less 
apparent and less damning: that 
he saw the European policy- as 
one to which he might hold his 
party when in government hut 
not when in opposition. In oppo¬ 
sition there was likelihood of 
Labour splitting irrevocably on 
the issue with the radical oppo¬ 
nents of Europeanism left in 
possession of the Labour Party 
proper. This it was reasonable 
to regard as something to be 
averted if possible, not only for 
the sake of the party, but for the 
political life of the nation, too, 
aod eveo ultimately for the cause 
of European unity. It could be 
averted by holding the Labour 
Party to oppose the “ Tory 
terms ” but not the principle of 
membership. It could be left to 
the Government to conclude 
accession without official Labour 
support. Back in office Labour 
would “renegotiate” the terms, 
something which might mean 
much but actually meant little, 
and then submit the issue for the 
first time to the suffrage of the 
people, who might be relied upon 
bv then to endorse a fait 
accompli. 

The strategy (if that is what it 
was; was fraught with risk, but it 
came off. Labour was held 
together, die electorate ratified 
the decision of their representa¬ 
tives through the uavel 
mechanism of a referendum, and 
an issue which looked as if it 
might plague British politics for 
a long time was killed stone 


dead. The means by which that 
result was obtained were 
inglorious, and are more likely to 
be applauded, if they deserve 
applause, by historians than by 
those who witnessed their adop¬ 
tion at the time. 

If nothing else. Labours 
European trek shows Mr Wilson 
as a consummate party manager. 
It is not an art to be despised in 
a political leader. It calls for an 
instinctive understanding of his 
party, which, since both major 
parties are broad coalitions of 
interests and temperaments, 
encompasses a broad under¬ 
standing of the political, nation. 
This Mr Wilson possesses. It is 
a stabilizing gift, and one for 
which the people have reason to 
be graceful in a period of rapid 
external change and considerable 
internal confusion. “In place of 
strife ” is a phrase wirh an 
unlucky connotation, but as a 
clue to Mr Wilson’s first 
principle of government it would 
serve as an epitaph for his 
premiership. 

Mr Wilson leaves (and he 
leaves confounding the adage 
that no man in a position of 
power quits unless he has to) 
when the Labour government 
arguably commands more gen¬ 
eral respect than it has at any 
other time under his leadership. 
That is a paradox, for has there 
not been in the past six months 
far the highest rate of unem¬ 
ployment since the war, and arc 
the' generality of people not 
experiencing a perceptible fall 
in their real standard of living? 
The paradox may be explained 
by reference to the United 
Kingdom's decline. 

Crucial role 

The large expectations of the 
middle sixties are of the past. 
The fierce inflation of these two 
years, the evidence of economic 
contraction, the plunge into 
national indebtedness, the gather¬ 
ing burden of taxation which few 
escape, and the scourge of 
political terrorism, have, as no 
oratory could, brought a realiza¬ 
tion of the predicament in which 
the nation stands. People recog¬ 
nize in the presenr performance 
of this Government a prepared¬ 
ness to meet the situation as it 
is. and are more willing now to 
abate sectional demands. After 
an initial period when the Gov¬ 
ernment elected in February 
1974 was ready to resist with 
only half a policy die inflation 
stoked by the previous adminis¬ 
tration, uud so added grievously 
to the discriminatory impoverish¬ 
ment and social disharmony 
which inflation brings, the 
Labour Cabinet is now visibly 
pointing in the right direction. 

Mr Wilson’s personal part in 
that recovery of direction has 
been crucial. He has seen what 
kinds of policy are required and 
has thrown his weight in 
Cabinet behind them. His recent 
resolution allied to his party 
managerial skills seemed to give 
his precariously founded 
government a fair chance of 
seeing its policies through. The 
axis of himself, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer and trade 
union magnates was powerful so 
long as it was firm. Even those 
who have criticized him most 
harshly in rhe past may feel that 
he can be ill spared at this time. 

Yet there is one respect at 
least in which he leaves his party 
in better sbape as he stands down 
from the leadership than it was 
in when he won it. There are 
candidates to succeed him of long 
ministerial experience, political 
weight, and shrewd judgment. If 
the Parliamentary Labour Party 
chooses wisely there is no 
reason out of this event why 
the Government should not be 
capable of holding successfullj- 
to the policies on which it is set.

Drawbacks of coalitions 

From Mr Robert A. Garland 
Sir, Under the present electoral sys¬ 
tem, a coalition is a hazardous 
undertaking. At a general, election 
following a period of coalition gov¬ 
ernment, there are but two options. 
One is for the partners to the coali¬ 
tion to run candidates against each 
other, thereby splitting the coali¬ 
tion vote, and risking their mutual 
defect. The other is to offer in each 
constituency a single coalition can¬ 
didate drawn from one or other of 
liie coalition parries. This is a pre¬ 
scription for elector alienation and 
abstention, while the junior partner 
to the coalition, with but few can¬ 
didates, would see its total national 
vote very much reduced, possibly 
beyond recovery. 

But if the political parties accept 
the recent overwhelming recommen¬ 
dation of the General Synod of the 
Church of England, and adopt a pre¬ 
ferential system of proportional 
representation as a policy commit¬ 
ment for future public elections, the 
situation would be transformed. 

With the transferable vote, the 
parties would in any case run seve¬ 
ral candidates in each multi-member 
constituency, and likewise coalition 
partners could safely compete with¬ 
out risking their mutual defeat. 
Indeed, by their preferences, elec¬ 
tors could (if they chose) endorse 
an existing or prospective coalition. 
Thus a coalition becomes a practical 
possibility. 

Whereas now coalition may seem 
lite suicide, with electoral reform, 
or a firm promise of electoral re¬ 
form, a willingness to entertain co¬ 
alition when circumstances require 
becomes an essential attribute of 
political maturity and. staresman- 
sh5p.

Western defences against Russia 


From Lord Glcdiryn 
Sir, Lord Chalfont is Quite'right to 
draw attention to rhe present posi¬ 
tion regarding the defence. of 
western Europe. For many 'years 
now X have' been suggesting that 
the only way to make sure that the 
Soviet Union is not one day tempted 
to indulge in a sudden aggression 
is to sec up a conventional defensive- 
screen of a new. type across the' 
north German plain. This should be 
based on ultra modern conventional 
weapons—anti-tank devices of all 
sorts, ground to ground and mound 
to air missiles, laser guided bombs, 
electronic devices generally—which 
could be deployed in advance 
positions by formations of an 
entirely new order. 

A start on this should be made 
here and non by the common pro¬ 
duction in die European Economic 
Coauuunity. In agreement with che 
Americans, of die Lind of weapons 
necessary for such a defensive 
screen, thus saving up to £3,000m 
amorally by pooling research and 
development. When and if it is 
con str noted, and when the conven- , 
tiouul defence of western Europe 
thus becomes “credible”, it would 
be clear that the Warsaw Pact 
forces could only prevail if they 
employed tactical nuclear wawpons 
on a first strike, which, in view of 
the comeback, they would be quite 
unlikely to do. 

It must in any case surely sow, 
at loug last, have become erideuc 
that reliance for the defence of 
western Europe on a possible first 
strike by nuclear weapons will as 
the Soviet forces increase their 
conventional preponderance, become 
increasingly incredible. I regret to 
gay that the last occasion on which 
I ‘ developed this thesis was on 
March 10 in Strasbourg ■when I 
a iked the Minister President of the 
Conference of Foreign Ministers to 
sjv whether aay effect had been 
gjrea to the Resolution passed on 
December 15 by the European. 
Parliament to rhe effect that rhe 
Conference should now consider 
western European defence and see 
up an Anris Procurement Agency ro 
get on v.-itii the harmonization of 
suitable conventiouai weapons. The 
Du^rli Under-SecreLsry of State, 
deputizing for Mr Thorn, said briefly 
and i other cundescetklinafly, that 
the ministers had no intention of 
doing any such thing and that as 
fur my enquiry about the future 
of the recently formed Committee 
of the Armaments Directors of the 
Members of rhe Eurogroup plus 
France—the one hopeful feature of 
recent rimes—he had no informa¬ 
tion and did ooc appear to be 
interested. In reply 1 sa ; d I found 
the attitude of the ministera no be 
contemptible. 

The socialist group's view, as 
expounded by Mr Michael Stewart, 
wsb that the European Economic 
Community ought not to have any¬ 
thing to tk) with European defence 
which should be dealt with uniquely 
by Nato in spite of the absroce 
from that machine of France. The 
Idea that the Europeans should gee 
together foe the common production 
of coaveotianaJ arms, thus Eventu¬ 
ally providing for both a * credible “ 


and a cheaper form of defence,-with- 
fewer, men, did not seem to appeal 
to him.

Have tve 
forgotten that the Warsaw Pact 
countries are slave sates Quite like 
those Hi tier tried to set up?. And 
bow absurd these unspanned com¬ 
parisons of onr mnnericai inferior¬ 
ity sound compared to the helpless¬ 
ness in 1939 and 1941 of the Allied 
nnn Russian numeric®] superiorities 
in the face of the hipMy tuned 
German milkary machine, acting 
with surprise on its side. I mean 
that, as with Hitler, the -moral 
unanimity of the Russian military 
stare ana its willingness to take the 
initiative gives it a superiority today 
that dwarfs any mere weighing of 
numbers. 

Europe is the citadel of democ¬ 
racy, a brief flash of light in nrfllen- 
uia of darkness.

As a result, be almost 
achieved it. \V!(I1 tra also sow fail 
to conceive that what the Russians 
actually foresee, for all their re¬ 
deeming qualities (the Germans also 
had redeeming qualities), is a global 
police state with all its peculiarly 
bureaucratic horrors ... to last 
forever?

Sir, Lord Greenhill gives hw case 
away fleeter, March 13) when he 
asks Mr Henderson (March 11) if he 
would advise any young European 
to leave his country of origin to 
settle with his family in Rhodesia. 
For the question makes it clear 
that in Lord Greeuhill's opinion 
majority rule is inevitable, and that 
no European in his senses would 
wish to Uve permanently and bring 
up bis children in a country 
governed by blacks. 

Obviously Lord Greenhill would 
not, nor would you, Sir, nor, I guess, 
would many of your readers. Add 
yet this is precisely what we are 
ashing the Rhodesians to do—either 
that or get out. It is a choice 
between political and economic 
suicide, and exile. No wonder they 
are being so tiresome about it! 

Lord Greenhill says that many 
Europeans now' in Rhodesia should 
remain and that they are needed to 
develop the country. In fact they 
arc needed to prevent it from starr¬ 


ing. Experience, however, has shown 
—for example in Zaire, Uganda, 
Angola and Mozambique—that how¬ 
ever sincere the desire of the new. 
leaders that the whites should 
remain, the pressure for their evic¬ 
tion which builds up among the 
black population eventually becomes 
too great to resist. If Kenya is an 
exception—and it looks less and less 
so—it is one that proves the rule. 

The Rhodesians are blamed for 
nor “seeing the light” in time. But 
by surrendering earlier they would 
not have avoided, they would merely 
have precipitated catastrophe; and 
at least they can be grateful to Mr 
Smith for procuring them another 
decade uf rolerable life. Their defeat 
mas* now be unavoidable; but for 
goodness*, sake, Sir, don’t .let’s 
pretend it will do good to a single 
person—except perhaps to Mr 
Callaghan.

Treatment of offenders 

From Mr John Gittins 
Sir, The Association of Magisterial 
Officers hw triggered off yet 
another discission of which the 
main feature will almost certainly 
be fcs predictability. One side wifi 
castigate the other as being do- 
gooders more concerned with 
criminals than their victims. The 
other wiH reply that institutional¬ 
ised exasperation is no substitute 
for policy. Then the hobby horses 
trill arrive and we shol] consider 
the moral laxity of the times, the 
failure of Ihe education system, the 
effects of television and mj on. The 
result will be a draw bv evapora¬ 
tion. 

May we look at two facts of 
experience which, if properiv seized, 
can give direction to the 'debate? 
Ihe majority of first offenders do 
noc become criminals. But most 
persistent offenders do not react- 

normally ** to puniahmenic. 
Whether or not thee are ill, tixey 
are resentful, fatalistic and perverse. 
T heir life style is based on the 
temporary and they have no d eep 
experience of cause and effect. 
Because of this they are not much 
deterred and seldom reformed by 
coercion or deprivation. 

. The^ second fad: is that considera¬ 
tion of.arti-social behaviour invokes 
in penep most of the constituents 
of social and moral values, political 
purpose, community responsibility 
and individual aspiration that have 
been, are, and will remain the chief 
objects of concern by civUusd 
people. We all have diff^eut views 
about them. One cannot hope ro 
derive a practical penal policy from 
a miraculous consensus on the most 
fundamental questions of all time. 
Therefore we are obliged to be 
pragmatic, to try to do tile right 
thing but to concentrate on finding 
what is most effective. 

The rodent, and seriousness of 
crime are increasing and oter 
methods of dealing with it are 
plainly unsatisfactory. Some of us 
think that the only available ak*r- 
native s » take the concept of 


prevention much more seriously— 
and that a great deal more than 
most people imagine cooM be done 
in this direction. 

Meanwhile may we assume that 
all of us (do-gootJers, aiithorifieians, 
paternalists or juet plain bigots) are 
equally concerned and that while 
we squabble the criminal flourishes; 
tbax we must find out how offen¬ 
ders do react rather than how we 
think they should, and that there 
is a fund of experience in the field 
that, -properly assembled, misgrt: 
form the b&is of a more construc¬ 
tive policy than can emerge from 
warring ideologies.

EEC farm price review 

From Professor Asher Winegarten 
Sir, In his letter of March 11, Mr 
Dumont suggests that insufficient 
account was taken of consumer 
views in the European Co mm u n ity’s 
recent price decerminatrons- I 
believe this criticism to be wide of 
the mark. After long, and careful 
consideration, die Economic and 
Social Committee, which includes 
representatives of consumers, trade 
muons and many other groups, 
accepted that an average increase 
in EEC farm, support prices of 
7£ per cent to 8 per cent would be 
appropriate for 1976-77. In their 
turn, the European Parliament pro¬ 
posed that prices should be 
increased by an average of 9.5 per 
cent Against these recommendations 
from independent bodies able to 
consider ail the evidence, the final 
determihation of 7 j. per cent 
scarcely appears over-generous to 
farmers. 

Because we are still in the 
transitional period of adjustment to 
full EEC prices, United Kingdom 
farm support prices must increase 
by more than ihe Community 
average in 1976-77. Even so, the 
consequent overall increase in food 
prices is estimated by tire Govern¬ 
ment to be lktte more than 2 per 
cent. In so far as food price 
increases bear most harshly on the 


lower paid, tins is t matter for die 
Chancellor to consider an his Budget. 
Incidentally, Professor Peters in his 
letter. Business News also March 11, 
makes clear chat food prices have 
risen only slightly faster than die 
average for all prices over cite past 
20 years. 

British farmers need higher prices 
to meet their very substantial cost 
increases and to arable them to 
compete on somewhat faker terms 
with their counterparts in other- 

areas of the Conlmunity. Over the 
past two to three years, farm 

incomes have been cut severely—net 
income in 1975-76 in real terms is 
forecast to be some 30 per cent 
lower than i n 1973-74^—and output 

has declined alarmlogly. With 

returns cootiomng to be held back 
by die operation of the Green 
Pound, the farming position will 
still be difficult, but following this 
review there are now better pros¬ 
pects of a recovery in output. This 
recovery is required not only to 
help ease pressure an the balance 
of payments but also to give con¬ 
sumers a greater assurance of 
adequate food supplies at reasonable 
prices in the future.

Threatened heritage

Sir, Two news items last week make 
one wonder whether our present 
Government has any concern at all 
for our rich historical past the 
evidence of which its fioancaai poli¬ 
cies are slowly destroying. 

The first was tire announcement 
on March 11 that Winchester may

Control of cattle disease

Sir, Your Science Reports are 
usually interesting and valuable i 
that of March 5 is sadly mlsl-eadirr-g.

caused by concentrations of wild 
animals. 

In 1942, Staples showed that is 
Tanganyika the cover of j^ass 
improved when sheep- and goats 
replaced cattle. In 1943 I showed 
the same phenomenon in the 
Karamoja district of Uganda : sheep 
and goats graze more closely than 
cattle, but they tread more Kgbtly; 
it is not overgrazing, but it is 
trampling which converts African 
vroomauds into semi-deserts; in the 
absence of frost to heave the soil, 
the surface becomes hard and 
impermeable like cement, end it is 
only in gravelly areas that water 
can percolate and grass can survive.

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Striving for variety and a sense of 6 place within a place

People who know Telford 
only on paper sometimes 
speak of it as a "green 
field “ new town, in contrast 
to those like Peterborough, 
Northampton and Warring-, 
ton which are being built 
round existing large towns. ^. 

Green field, of course, is 
2 misnomer for an area 
with the lunar landscape .of 
dereliction, pitted with 
more than 2^00 disused 
mineshafts, that accounts 
for much of Telford's desig¬ 
nated area. . 

The green field was a tar¬ 
get and an aspiration rather 
than—as for instance at Mil- 
ton Keynes—a description 
of the raw material the de¬ 
velopment corporation had 
to work with. The creation 
of a green and pleasan t br¬ 
ing and working environ¬ 
ment out of squalor was the 
challenge and, in part, tp e 
purpose of Telford’s desig¬ 
nation. 

Homes and what surround 
them are undoubtedly the 
biggest ingredient in most 
people's environment; and 
the sphere in which, new 
towns can offer the biggest 
dividends. Under Mr Cen 
Griffiths (now with the 
London Borough of South¬ 
wark) Telford's architects 
made some valuable, innova¬ 
tory strides: . for instance, 
with their diamond-shaped 
traffic-free greens at the 
early Woodside neighbour¬ 
hoods. 

That scheme, with its 
excessive use of an ugly 
pinkish-purple brick, proved 
co n tr o versial; though it has 
remained consistently more 
popular with people who 
actually live in it week in, 
week out, than with passing 
architectural critics. Some 
well-conceived repainting 
in browns, beiges and other 
colours, has recently helped 
to reduce its sameness from 
the view, * and 

strengthen the visual dis¬ 
tinctness of the different 
sub-neigh bonrhoods within 
it. 

Under Telford’s present 
director of architecture, Mr 
Donald Fenter, the town’s 
d esign policy has progressi¬ 
vely strengthened this 
sense of place within a 
place. Within a neighbour¬ 
hood, and within a contract, 
smaller clusters of homes, 
typically 20 .or so, some¬ 
times as few as a dozen, 
stand out as distinctive in 
appearance and grouping. 
Here are a score of houses 
in an orange-red brick; 
there another group round 
a unifying space, all in 
chocolate brown. At Malins- 
lee a cluster of bungalows 
in parole brick and stained 
n atura l timber, intended 
mainly for old people, are 
part of and vet distinct 
from - tne witter nogntjour- 
hood. 

Another important fea¬ 
ture of the mi ted bousing 
designed by Telford’s own 
architectural team is its 
varied, informal shapes. Not 
straight terraces, but groups 
of houses turning corners, 
roofs pitched in different 
directions, the odd three- 
storey house poking np out 
of the row to give variety to 
the roofscape. But for their 
initial newness, you could 
mistake these clusters for 
some corner of a village 
which grew up gradually, 
fortuitously. 

Mr Fenter says he does 
not aim at “ architecture ” 
with a capital A, nor even 
at "reviving the vernac¬ 
ular What he and his 
design teams seek is. an 
agreeable, secure environ¬ 
ment, with buildings that by 
their grouping, juxtaposition 
and form achieve the sense 
of place which people seem 
to uke in our older towns. 

Another change is the 
abandonment of even the 
modified Radbum found at 
Woodside. What we find at 
Malinslee and the later Hol- 
linswood contracts is a pat¬ 
tern of informal doses, with 
roadways narrowed, twisted 


and ramped to reduce vehi¬ 
cle speeds in much the way 
that Runcorn new town 
pioneered at The Brow. 
Revised Whitehall guidance 
and a less rigid attitude 
among local authority high¬ 
way engineers allows these 
“estate roads” to be 
treated much more flexibly 
than a year or two back. 

A “ hammerhead ” for 
tur ning - can now be on plan, 
an irregular fly-whisk or. 
featherduster-shape pro¬ 
vided ft allows cars to turn. 
Large road spaces are 
broken np visually by sur¬ 
facing the “public" road 
(adopted by the local auth¬ 
ority) with Tarmac, the 
* private ” spaces in front of 
garages or houses with gra¬ 
vel, and separating them by 
a line of granite setts 
almost flush with the road 
surface.

As the Hollins wood hous¬ 
ing contracts move closer 
and closer to the town 
centre, homes are packed iu 
at tighter densities: three- 
storey red brick flats with 
single-uitched roofs in. vary¬ 
ing directions producing a 
varied skyline and distinc¬ 
tive elevations. The town 
centre itself is at p rese nt 
little more than an attrac¬ 
tively-designed hypermarket 
and one small office block 
in the landscaped begin¬ 
nings of the town park. 

In spite of the well- 
pl a nned footpath system, it 
still seems rather, isolated 
from the surrounding hous¬ 
ing. If Hollinswood could be 
pushed right up to it to 
form a visual and physical 
link, this would do more to 
make it appear a real town 
centre than either the pro¬ 
jected recreational and 
social centre, or the build- 
inf: of Telford’s proposed 
railway station dose by— 
both desirable projects. 

Another civilizing effect 
which Mr renter’s depart¬ 


ment has had since Tel¬ 
ford’s designation concerns 
the building of factories. It 
has its own house style for 
corporation-built advance 
factories, with dean lines 
and well-chosen colours like 
several other new towns, 
but always with pitched 
roofs rather than flat ones. 
Mr Fenter has come to the 
conclusion, which all too 
many architects resist, that 
flat roofs in practice cause 
more problems than in 
theory they have any right 
to. 

He has also weaned the 
corporation away from . a 
parochial approach in its 
choice of outside architects. 
Recent commissions .have 
gone to Frederick Gibberd* 
Eric Lyons (present MBA 
president) and John sted- 
man. 

For existing settlements 
caught in the turmoil Or 
surrounding new town, de¬ 
velopment, the corporation’s 
efforts at conservation and 
landscaping sometimes otter 
compensating gams. Thus at 
Spring Village, some rows 
of artisans’ cottages rubbing 
shoulders with industry, 
active and derelict, now gain 
from the clearing and gen¬ 
erous landscaping of a large 
pond built to feed a factory 
with water. What was a 
tawdry redundant reservoir 
is now a tree-lined lake. 
Similarly at Ironbridge they 
have landscaped the park- 
lands between the Valley- 
Hotel, a former ironmaster's 
mansion, and the Severn, in 
a bold but simple manner: 
low maintenance but the 
grand effect. 

At Madeley, an existing 
small town which has 
become the shopping and 
social centre for a new town 
district of some 25,000 
people, die corporation has 
achieved adaptive conserva¬ 
tion at its best. The nine¬ 
teenth-century Antice 

Memorial Institute and 
other old buildings have 
been woven into a new 
shopping precinct, not with 
the neat cliches of the 
standard pedestrianization 
manual, but with originality 
and sympathy.

Paradox of the beautiful barren land 


About 107,000 acres of 
England are officially classi¬ 
fied as derelict, according to 
a survey published by the 
Department of the Environ¬ 
ment in May last year. Of 
those some 5,000 are in Tel¬ 
ford, which may not seem 
remarkable until one remem¬ 
bers that the total designated 
area of the new town is only 
30 square miles. 

Put another way, more 
than a quarter of the area 
is, or was, derelict. It is 
being reclaimed at a rate of 
more than a hundred acres 
a year; not as fast as die 
development corporation, 
which originally set a target 
of 150 acres a year, would 
like, but fast enough to 
justify its claim to be reviv¬ 
ing a wasteland. 

Most people are probably 
not sure what dereliction 
means. There is a distinction 
to be drawn between sites 
which are derelict and those 
which are merely deserted. 
Nearly every conurbation is 
tittered, with empty lots, 
crumbling buildings, rubbish 
dumps and the fa mili ar detri¬ 
tus of industry and of urban 
life in general. 

But such land, bleak, decay¬ 
ing and poHuted though it 
may be, is not necessarily 
derelict. It may not be 
feasible, in any accepted 
sense, to build houses on a 
couple of acres of blackened 
grass between the rival 
stenches of a glue factory 
and a gasworks, but physic¬ 
ally it might be possible to 
do so without expensive 
reclamation. 

Derelict land, officially, is 


that which cannot be inane- 
irately used for any econo¬ 
mic purpose which, in effect, 
means for building or for 
agriculture. Paradoxically it 
often looks quite ^at tra c ti ve, 
particularly when it has been 
abandoned for many decades. 
The casual passer-by might 
note a pleasant tree-covered 
hill, not knowing it to be a 
Former spo Cheap, or an 
attractive little lake which 
was once the entrance to a 
mineshaft. 

In other cases, of course, 
despoliation is all too 
obvious, particularly in coal¬ 
mining areas. It would take 
a lot to convince the aver¬ 
age inhabitant of Barnsley 
or Sunderland that; without 
extensive landscaping, a stag- 
heap could look like any¬ 
thing other than a slagheap. 
Rather chan allow a 
permanent proliferation of 
miniature ski-slopes, county 
councils in Yorkshire and 
the North - east have 
embarked on ambitious and 
expensive schemes to remove 
the tips and restore the land 
for economic use; a task 
made all the more necessary 
by the sad fact that in many 
areas devastation is still out¬ 
pacing reclamation. 

Probably the most out¬ 
standing example of imagina¬ 
tive restoration is in the 
region surrounding Stoke-on- 
Trent, at one time described 
as the most devastated in 
Britain. By contrast Cornwall, 
rightly renowned for its out¬ 
standing natural beauty, has 
a far less enviable distinc¬ 
tion. Because of the ravages 
of tin mining and china clay

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excavation. It has propor¬ 
tionately more derelict land 
than any other county. 

In Telford time and nature 
have done their best; and 
dereliction takes a less 
obvious form. The visitor 
will immediately notice the 
seedy, down-at-heel appear¬ 
ance of the older industrial 
areas. He will probably not 
be aware of what the cor¬ 
poration describes as some 
of the worst ground condi¬ 
tions and most formidable 
reclamation problems of any 
urban area in Britain.. 

The land is literally full 
oE holes. There are at least 
2,500 and possibly as many 
as 5,000 abandoned mine¬ 
shafts, together with spoil- 
heaps, artificial marshes, 
quarries, opencast workings 
and landslips. _ Severe sub¬ 
sidence is negligible, because 
of the absence of deep min¬ 
ing. But the cost of reclama¬ 
tion is about £5,000 -an acre 
and may easily double when 
a start is made in the worst 
areas on the north side of 
the town. 

Corporation officials are 
at pains to point out that re¬ 
clamation is, in Telford’s 
case, much more than just a 
cosmetic exercise. The deci¬ 
sion to upgrade Dawley from 
just another routine new 
town into an altogether, dif¬ 
ferent and more exciting 
concept was based on the 
notion that a decaying in¬ 
dustrial area should be trans¬ 
formed into a thriving new 
city. Land _ restoration is not 
merely an incidental benefit; 
Jc Is central co the whole pro¬ 
ject

' The biggest single reclame, 
tion scheme so far has been 
site preparation for the new 
shopping centre, where about 
five million tons of spoil had 
to be moved. The end result; 
already' partly functioning, 
seems likely to be a success, 
but how many shoppers 
treading the cosy, centrally 
heated arcades will he aware 
of how much effort was ex¬ 
pended ? 

A major worry concerns 
the availability of funds. 
Development corporations, 
thanks to past successes, can 
usually count upon a sympa¬ 


thetic government ear, but 
the very nature of Telford 
makes ir an extravagant pro¬ 
ject One way of offsetting 
future costs might be to per- 
mit opencast mining for a 
limited term, since the area 
still contains abandont sur¬ 
face seams. It would not be 
popular, but the National 
Coal Board woold be obliged 
to pay its share of restora¬ 
tion and, with imaginative

Finns wanting to 
move in from other parts nf 
the country to take 10,000 
sq ft or more can get an IDC 
if they can show they need 
to be located in the West 
Midlands.

The revolution comes home 


Communications: motorway link vital

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Telford Development Cor¬ 
poration could have- done 
with Thomas Telford to help 
in pressing for the essential 
M54 motorway link between 
Telford and the M6. The 
completion of this motorway 
is considered vital to the new 
town development. It was a 
precondition of the scheme 
13 years ago. 

Construction of the 17-mile 
stretch from the five-and-a- 
half miles of M54 already 
built in Telford itself to the 
M6 is expected to start at the 
end of this year with comple¬ 
tion before the end of1978 
The join with the Mb will 
come north of the Hilton ser¬ 
vice station, giving the im¬ 
portant access to the Ml and 
M5 as wen Telford officials 
are confident that the project 
will not be delayed. However 
harsh the cuts m public 
Spending it is felt that tbe 
M54 should he unaffected 
otherwise the whole sdieme 
for the.new town would be 

undermined. 

For rapid communications, 
Telford is to be circled by an 
urban motorway with con¬ 
nexions to the ind ustria l 
estates and existing trunk 
roads. The north-east pri¬ 
mary road will connect GKN 


Sankey and the Hortonwood 
industrial estate - to the 
motorway system while the 
Dawley-Donnington distribu¬ 
tor route is another key fac¬ 
tor in the modern communi¬ 
cations. planned- 

Many of the local routes 
will take years to complete 
but by introducing new 
stretches and linking them 
with existing roads it is 
hoped to keep pace with the 
population growth. 

Wellington with two sets 
of traffic signals dose to one 
-another has considerable 
traffic congestion which the 
ring road and a number of 
improvements should relieve. 
With the enrb on public 
spending, road-malting is. a 
case of malting progress with 
exasperating slowness. Tel¬ 
ford’s system of internal 
roads is not due to be com¬ 
pleted until the late 1950s 
at the earliest. 

Using available resources 
to the brat effect will be a 
challenging task: The AS runs 
through the centre of Telford 
and, while ir creates traffic 
problems, it is better than 
nothing and will eventually 
he brought into the modern 
road pattern with connexions 
to the industrial and housing 


estates as well as the M54. 

Efforts are being made to 
improve die bus services in 
Telford. Few people seemed 
to like the buses but the new 
town’s inheritance of long- 
established local services for 
places like Wellington and 
Ookengates most be better 
than nothing. 

Similarly with car parking. 
No motorist seemed to. have 
a good word for the facilities 
but being almost free they 
are not all that bad for shop¬ 
ping. Dawley could be 
singled oat as an exception 
but there and in other areas 
parking problems are being 
tackled although some of the 
answers will be no more than 
makeshift in the short term. 

Telford’s nearest interna¬ 
tional airports are Birming¬ 
ham (45 minutes) and Man¬ 
chester (one hour) but you 
would have to be in a hurry 
to achieve those times by car. 

Arrangements, for. the 
operation of private aircraft 
can he made ar airfields near 
by. Any industrialist settling 
in at Telford and wanting a 
helicopter pad would prob¬ 
ably get the landing spot on 
one of the industrial areas 
at no extra charge. 

Telford planners know 


what they want.. Getting 
the transport services fast 
enough is the problem. 
Little, alas, can be expected 
from rail services unless 
there is a change in national 
policy to bring opportunities 
for expansion. Wellington, 
Oaken gates and New Hadley 
have rail facilities on the 
Birmingham - Shrewsbury 
route, but there is scam 
chance of any contribution 
to Telford’s internal trans¬ 
port needs. 

A new railway station for 
Telford has been mooted. It 
is even marked on maps of 
the new town, land for the 
purpose having been agreed 
between British Rail and tbe 
Telford Development Cor¬ 
poration. 

Agreement; that is, in 
principle, but nor about who 
is going to find tbe money. 
Tn broad outline there was a 
firm intention to build a 
station dose to Telford 
Centre, but prospects have 
receded, not advanced. Tt 
would be a boost to improve 
co mmunic ations between the 
Telford Centre and Wolver¬ 
hampton - Birmingham - Lon¬ 
don. but neither side has the 
money to spare for prestige 
projects. 


With its register of skilled 
labour, Telford offers incom¬ 
ing industrialists en invalu¬ 
able pool of workers built 
largely on the metal-process¬ 
ing industries in which a sig¬ 
nificant proportion is con¬ 
nected with the bits and 
pieces of car-making. 

Telford’s labour resources 
are summed up succinctly.by 
a development corporation 
spokesman with the com¬ 
ment: “"They are the reason 
we are here.” Be explains: 
“ The industrial revolution 
has gone full circle. Anyone 
in Telford with any real skill 
has probably got a job al¬ 
ready. 

“ What we are trying to do 
is create a situation in which 
skilled workers who live else¬ 
where in the country will 
come here for a new house 
because they can get a new 
job to go with it. In this tray 
we are trying to deal with 
people on an individual 
basis.” 

The register of skilled lab¬ 
our which is fostered by the 
“ homes and jobs ” plan al¬ 
lows people interested in 
moving home to Telford to 
put their names forward on 
the basis that they will be in¬ 
vited to apply for jobs which 
demand their particular skill 
when opportunities arise. 

Having accepted a suitable 
job, the applicant finds that 
the corporation is ready to 
line Mm up with a rented 
house for his family, subject 
to satisfactory references 
and availability. 

An example quoted is of 
an Industrialism going to tbe 
Telford authorities saying he 
wanted 43 fitters. Telford 
could offer him 43 fitters all 
carefully tabulated in an in¬ 
dex. Of the 43, 10 would 
probably live in Telford 
(although they may work 
elsewhere) and 33 would live 
outside the area but be 
willing to come in. 

Housing is acknowledged 
as the essential link between 
employer and. employee. 
Unemployment in Telford is 
higher than the national and 
regional averages, stemming 
from the fact that many 
skilled workers bring the un¬ 
skilled with them. These 
include women without 
family ties to prevent them 
looking for a job. Telford 
has a pool of 1,000 would-be 
women workers and is adver¬ 
tising their availability. Then 
there are the school-leavers 
who are a problem in Tel¬ 
ford as they are anywhere 
else. Another factor is that 
the area bas a significant 
number of aging people who 
were there before develop¬ 
ment started. 

Steps are bring taken to

grapple with these problems 
by training and retraining 
schemes, so increasing the 
pool of skilled labour to at¬ 
tract more industry to Tel¬ 
ford. Among development 
corporation officials I sensed 
impatience that progress with 
these schemes had not been 
quicker and that everything 
possible would be done to 
push them oil 

So easily, it is felt, training 
could capitalize on the area’s 
traditional skills in malting 
things. This expert know¬ 
ledge was prominent in iron. 
It still is to a lar^e extent, 
although newer metals like 
aluminium have come on the 
scene which bas also brought 
a diversion into plastics. 

In its efforts to attract new 
names for its factories, Tel¬ 
ford adopts a “we Cry 
harder” motto to heighten 
the appeal to smaller firms. 
Much as the new town can 
handle major concerns want¬ 
ing to set up in a new loca¬ 
tion, it is realized that th<» 
real growth potential comes 
from the smaller firms. These 
prospects are helped by the 
area’s reputation for flexibil¬ 
ity of labour and the willing¬ 
ness to undertake repetitive 
jobs. 

Telford’s first commercial 
office block is bring opened 
officially next month. More 
developments on these lines 
are promised to match the 
increasing industrial occupa¬ 
tion. Office jobs fit in with 
the plans of many families 
in which youngsters start 
their, careers after Ips inner 
school on the commercial 
scene, initially if not per¬ 
manently. rather than the 
factory floor. 

Where industry is the 
choice, labour can be in the 
position of choosing between 
large firms which are house¬ 
hold names and the small 
ones which can offer oppor¬ 
tunities just as good. 

A typical example of how 
an industrial concern went 
to Telford with apprehen¬ 
sion and learnt not only to 
live in the place but to do 
so with evident enjoyment is 
the Link 51 Group. Starting 
with one factory in 1970, it 
now has three in Telford. in¬ 
cluding one for plastics. The 
others are in fhe. group’s 
traditional lines of steel fur¬ 
niture, materials handling 
and boltless systems. A sales 
office is maintained at 
Hayes in Middlesex, but Tel¬ 
ford is now fhe group’s ad¬ 
ministrative headauarters 
and ciearlv the centre for 
the next phase in expansion. 

To obtain the labour 
needed to attract new indus¬ 
tries, new towns tend to be 
competitive among them¬ 


selves over which can offer 
the best shopping facilities. 
The development corporation 
is proud of the Telford 
Centre where phase one of 
the shopping complex is 
established. Bonus marks ere 
claimed for having a 109.000 
sq ft Carrefour hypermarket 
and a big Salisbury's notches 
up something as well. 

Other big names like 
Boots, W. H. Smith, Burtons, 
Hepworth and Halfords are 
represented. Phase t-n, 
which is planned to catch t>e 
1978 Christmas trade, is ex¬ 
pected to bring In names lii’e 
Marks & Spencc-r, Little- 
woods, Mothercnre and sir/i- 
lar concerns of a grander*.! 
that encourages the women 
of the family to want n 
move. 

District centres, of which 
Madeley is an example, rnj 
Inca] centres aimed to pio- 
v : de as near a service as r* 
sible to the little shop arauji] 
the corner, are ether f-’c 
of the bid to attract people 
to a new town setting. 

Schools influence the 
movement of labour. Telford 
bas a multi-million po«*nd 
programme of school britii- 
in»r over the next 20 year* 
with every in ter tion ■ £ 
matching the popuirtinn in¬ 
crease with the ben foc'lrti-s 
in the country. Alreedv ’S 
new schools have been bui't 
and five are under construc¬ 
tion.

Flaxman in all his phases 


John Flagman's 
Drawings 
Heim Gallery 


The several contexts in which 
the art of John Flaxman can 
be viewed are. well, brought 
out in the exhsbitiofi of his 
drawings arranged. by Christo¬ 
pher Powney in association 
with the Heim Gallery where 
they are now displayed. There 
is a selection of drawings for 
the engraved outline illustra¬ 
tions—to Homer and Aeschylus 
in particular—that caused a 
tremendous stir is Rome at 
the end of the eighteenth 
century and gave their own 
impetus to the international 
development of the neo-classic¬ 
ism. The remark of Jacques 
Lotus David on seeing these 
outlines that they would 
“cause pictures to be -painted * 


was borne out by their influ¬ 
ence in -France, extending -to 
Ingres, who gave Flaxman a 
prominent place in his Apo¬ 
theosis of Homer; in Germany, 
where they inspired the Naza- 
renes, and. England, where 
they Itindled the enthusiasm .of 
tiie young Pre-Raphaelites. 
Bettor than -the hard contours 
of the en&mingSk the originals 
show th e vari ations in delicacy 
and emphasis of Flaxmon’s pen 
line. 

Though* he formed has style 
from the .study of Greek vase 
paintings -. and classical reliefs 
a religious strain in his charac¬ 
ter turned hwm to other themes, 
the Sweden bo rgian universe of 
spirits, good and evil, and bibli¬ 
cal - subjects. Has drawings in 
this phase invite comparison 
with those of'has friend, Wil¬ 
iam Make. In general his 
imagination was of a milder 
kind, but he- could .now and 
then come near n> Blake's 
force of expression. An instance 
is The Creation ■ of the Heavens , 
a majestic generalization, per¬ 


haps benefiting from his ac¬ 
quaintance with Make's mode 
of design. 

The drawings from nature 
form another category, includ¬ 
ing some simplified studies of 
the figure, such as his Two 
Wrestlers, but most typical in 
the charm and gracefulness he 
observed in children. A delight¬ 
ful example is bis Two Girls 
Dancing, inscribed . “from 
NatureA certain grace 
seems to heeve been inter¬ 
changed between Fkoanan, tire 
redid Thomas Stothard and 
Blake fin the gentler mood of 
the Songs * of Innocence ) 
through their early association. 
Simple goodness, more pi eristic 
in tendency, is less moving in* 
Flaxman’s studies for his works 
of memorial sculpture. 

The exhibition as a whole, 
apparently nhe first to be ex¬ 
clusively devoted tn Flaxman 
in England, gives fresh ap¬ 
praisal to the complex interplay 
of neo-classic and romantic in 
his work. It continues until 
April 19. 


Diderot on the noble savage 

Supplement au Voyage 


Irving War die 

Following Antoine Vltez’s Les 
Cloches de Bdle, this is another 
exercise in semi-dramatization, 
showing the theatre paying 
homage to a work it cannot 
wholly assimilate. 

Diderot’s text is more pam¬ 
phlet than play. It is a polemical 
footnote to Louis Bougainville’s 
record of his voyage to the 
Pacific i prompted in particular 
by the incident of Aotourou, 
the authentic noble savage 
whom the explorer brought 
back from Tahiti and presented 
at Court and who speedily tired 
of the complications of Euro¬ 
pean high society and returned 
to his island paradise. 

On that basis, Diderot con¬ 
structed a series of imaginary 
conversations between Tahitian 
eiders and the guardians of 
Western morality, so as to play 
off the misery engendered by 
civilization against the natural 


virtues and happiness of the 
primitive life. The work’s sub¬ 
title is Les tepons de la vie 
sauvage a Fvsage des genera¬ 
tions futxrrmc. 

Well the npble savage has 
certainly come round again; 
either in. the guise of inter¬ 
nationally- 'celebrated' ‘victim, 
such as me Brazilian Indian, or 
the role , we dream of playing 
ourselves if only we could find 
a free-island. 

The stylistic achievement of 
Patrick Guinand’s production is 
that it is at once set in the here 
and now, while also taking full 
account of the distance separat¬ 
ing us frpm Diderot’s pre-r evolu¬ 
tionary pamphlet. 

Played in eighteenth-century 
.costume - against a backing of 
Rameau and Pergolesi, it makes 
no pretence that period and set¬ 
ting are anything but the 
flimsiest masquerade. The-show 
begins and ends with an invita¬ 
tion and return from the voyage, 
played on a neutral stage under 
a glaring rehearsal lamp. 

And on arrival, Tahiti consists 
of a pastel backdrop showing 
a single palm tree. The main 
design element; and the source 
of much beauty and scenic- in¬ 


terest, is a tilted mirror cover¬ 
ing the entire stage area so as 
to reflecr a tropically luxuriant 
carpet like a sky-cloth, and 

allowiiag much of the dUlUD to 

take place with the cast lying 
flat on their backs. 

The three actors who make 
up the TheStre du Double com¬ 
pany approach the material as 
a game in which they preserve 
continuous separate personali¬ 
ties while incessantly switching 
characters as natives and ex¬ 
plorers. Dramatic situation, 
such as the chaplain’s tempta¬ 
tion by a parade of island 
beauties, is given the full comic 
treatment; and, more question¬ 
ably, a good deal of physical 
action and personality conflict 
is imposed on passages of 
straightforward discussion. 

But the argument comes 
over with a lucid serenity, 
which, in this context, makes a 
welcome change. It is a philo¬ 
sopher speaking, more con¬ 
cerned with promoting a happi¬ 
ness than with scourging its 
enemies. He even has a kind 
word for the wily chaplain, “a 
monk in France, a savage in 
Tahiti". The-scenic language 
of the production recalls Arra- 
bal; bur it has been turned to 
a different and saner purpose. 


Porgy and Eess 

Town Hall, 
Euston Road 


The Camden Festival is mark¬ 
ing the American -bicentennial 
with several events, the first of 
which was Porgy ana Bess, given 
on Monday in the acoustic¬ 
ally impossible St Pancras Town 
HalL With Maazel’s complete 
recording imminent, that might 
have seemed an otiose enter¬ 
prise. In fact, the Chelsea Opera 
Group had taken the- sensible 
step of. engaging WfDard White, 
Maazel’s' Porgy, and young 
Simon .'Rattle as conductor, so 
that Gershwin was done nearly 
as mnch justice- as .is possible in 
a concert performance of the 
opera. 

The score wears its 40 years 
-lightly. Indeed, it can now be 
viewed in historic context and 
as such it held its -head as high 
as does its crippled hero. It 
remains a masterly fusion-of . 
jazz and the classical, idiom of ' 
the . time. On its own account 
the long opera, or as much of it 
as I was able to hear (London’s 
musical, organizations should 
learn to start- their more 
extended works at an earlier 
hour)' is vigorous, fertile and 
imaginative with .. Gershwin 
showing an unerring facility for 
sure .' dramatic riming and 
managing to link quite simple 
-melodic ideas to often complex, 
inventive accompaniments. 

He has other skills of a true 
man of the stage. All his charac¬ 
ters are real, not cardboard or 
caricatures, and they arise from 
a situation and predicament that 
could only have been created in 
that' way. Any fear that the 
-treatment of blacks by a white 
'writer might now seem embar¬ 
rassing or patronizing were 
soon proved groundless so that 
the performance’s ‘banishment 
of the .word “nigger" from the 
text -seemed a ludicrous bowd- 
lerization. It is used here as 
between black and blacky and 
as such has no wrong-minded 
connotations. 

Such cots as were made were 
discreet, and sometimes even 
tightened the construction. Mr 
Rattle, after one or two sticky 
.moments in the first act, direc¬ 
ted a full-blooded, compassion¬ 
ate account of the work, 
although he should not have 
allowed the orchestra to drown 
.some of the weaker brethren 
among the singers. 

They were led hy Mr White’s 
magnificently virile and impas¬ 
sioned Porgy. Laverne Williams 
was not far behind him as Bess, 
and cleverly pointed up the 
opera’s distinction between her 
-good and bad self. Dorothy Ross 
made her mark in Serena’s 
“Summertime” and “My 
man’s gone now*, but took far 
too many liberties in ber 
lament. Zack Matalon did what 
he could as Sportin’ Life to 
banish vivid memories of Cab 

Callowstr. Crnwm nwdMl murh 
stronger casting. There is a 
further performance tonight.

Revised output index

Spreading car strikes 
make 10,500 idle

Two more strikes at Leyland 
car factories yesterday brought 
the total number of disputes 
affecting the company’s pro¬ 
duction to five. After the indus¬ 
trial peace of die past two 
months, more ^ than 10,500 
workers are now idle. 

Production of Land-Rover, 
Range Rover, Marina, and 
Triumph 2000. Dolomite, Stag 
and Spitfire models is at a 

standstill. 

This latest setback to Lev- 
land's attempts to rebuild 
depleted stocks could jeo¬ 
pardize the reinstatement of its 
capital investment programme. 
Tt was stopped three months 
ago when a similar outbreak of 
strikes pushed Leyland into a 
cosh flow crisis. 

It seems clear that the un¬ 
easy peace which followed was 
because of joint union-manage¬ 
ment pressure on workers not 
to rock the boat. However, once 
one g roup was prepared to risk 
this, others are prepared to 
follow rather than be left 
behind in the rush For wage 
increases. 


Yesterday's strikes involved 
50 internal drivers at Cowley 
and 2,400 workers at Triumph 
Coventry. The Cowley drivers 
stopped work in protest at new 
job assignments. Shortly after¬ 
wards, management laid off 
1,000 assembly workers, halting 
production of the Marina. 

At Triumph the men walked 
out when staff connected fork¬ 
lift trucks to battery chargers. 
Men who normally undertake 
this task are among the 
'* indirect* ”, who have been 
imposing restrictions in support 
of a pay claim which the' 
Department of Employment has ; 
ruled to be in breach of the 
Pay Code. 

A Leyland Cars spokesman 
said last night: “ It is deplor¬ 
able that we are inflicting 
damage on ourselves on an 
issue of government income 
policy, over which neither the 
workforce nor management has 
any influence whatsoever." 

A further 300 workers were 
juid off at Rover Solihull, 
bringing to 1,000 the number 
sent home as a result of a strike 
by 400 toolroom personnel.

Chemical industry’s £2,800m plans

Investment of nearly £2,8O0m 
in plant is being planned by 
the chemical industry over the 
□ext three years. But the rate 
at which this huge programme 
is implemented will be largely 
shaped by government policies. 

This was the main feature M 
emerge from the latest esti¬ 
mates of the industry’s spend¬ 
ing plans produced yesterday by 
the,Chemical Industries Asso¬ 
ciation. 

The spending plans of the 
industry—which has tradi¬ 
tionally grown at twice the rate 
of the rest of manufacturing 
industry—are of vital import¬ 
ance to the Government and in 
particular to its industrial 
strategy, where chemicals have 
been picked out for special 
study. 

The forecasts, based on re¬ 
turns made to the CIA in 


January and February tin's year, 
estimate that spending this year 
will rise in current prices to 
£79lm, compared with an esti¬ 
mated £600m last year, rising 
still farther to £944m next year 
and to £1,043m in 1978. 

New sanctions, as distinct 
from actual investment, were 
forecast to rise to £1,21 Om this 
year compared with an esti¬ 
mated £690m last year and a 
forecast level of £820m in 1977. 

But the forecasts are heavily 
qualified. Mr .Brian Rigby, of 
Laporte Industries and chair¬ 
man of the CIA’s economic 
committee, said yesterday that 
in the first-quarter of this year 
as Iittie as 10 per cent of pro¬ 
jected sanctions for 1976 had 
been approved and the expected 
sanctioning in the first half of 
this year was unlikely to exceed 
25 per cent of the forecast total 
for the year. 


The future, said Mr Rigby,, 
still looked “ distinctly fragile " 
and there were many problems. 
There was a. significant hesita¬ 
tion in facing the future.

American companies 


Government setback 
on planning accords

Acquisition of steel stock¬ 
holding companies in the 
United States is being planned 
by the British Steel Corpora¬ 
tion, Sir Monty Finniston, the 
chairman, disclosed yesterday 
when he addressed the monthly 
dinner of the . American 
Chamber of Commerce in 
London. 

Recently the BSC acquired a 
German stockholder and is 
planning to buy other stock¬ 
holding interests in France and 
Holland. The move into the 
United States would be an 
extension of that policy. 

Sir Monty defended the 
JBSC’s battered reputation and 
reaffirmed that against the 
background of this year’s 
expected loss (upwards of 
£250m) the corporation. would 
be aiming to make a profit in. 
the coming financial year. 


New Abu Dhabi 
investment body

The long-awaited presiden¬ 
tial decree establishing the new 
Abu Dhabi Investment author¬ 
ity is likely to be promulgated 
tomorrow. Abu Dhabi’s ruling 
executive council passed the 
draft law today. - 

The new body replaces the 
Abu Dhabi Investment Board, 
which was based in London, 
and will menage the emirate’s 
surplus oil revenues. 

In 1975 tiie surplus shrank 
sharply because of a cut in oil 
production, but future budgets 
will- probably earmark a per¬ 
centage of revenue for invest¬ 
ment as a safeguard against a 
similar repetition.

Since its formation eight 
years ago, it had made a profit 
in the first four _ and a half 
years and a loss in the other 
three and a half years, reflect¬ 
ing the traditional cyclical 
nature of the industry.

He based his confidence o-n 
the industry's ability to invest 
and install new production 
plant which would represent 
the latest in technological 
development, while the reduc¬ 
tion in Tnanmmg levels would 
produce big cost reductions.

Dairy processors, the first 
food companies to . be 
approached by the Government 
about planning agreements,' 
have refused to sign.

Mr Moss, deputy secretary at 
the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food, told dele¬ 
gates at the Food Manufac¬ 
turers’ Federation Conference 
in London that planning agree¬ 
ments were meant to establish

Standard Telephones has 
£90m orders from PO

Closely following the intro¬ 
duction into service of the Post 
Office’s first TXE4 electroni¬ 
cally controlled telephone 
exchange. Standard Telephones 
and Cables disclosed yesterday 
that t he c ompany has orders 
for 55 TXE4 exchanges and ex¬ 
change extensions, with another 
10 expected soon, together 
worth about £90m to the com¬ 
pany. 

Other TXE4 orders have been 
placed with Plessey and with 
GEC, but the bulk of the initial 
orders have gone to ST C ( a. 
subsidiary of the American ITT) 
because the TXE4 was de¬ 
veloped for the Post Office by 
stcT 

Between now and 1980 the 
Post Office expects to spend 
about £330m (at current price 
levels) on electronically con¬ 


trolled exchanges. So far it has 
ordered a total of 84 TXE4 ex¬ 
changes. 

The first TXE4 exchange to 
enter service, known as the 
Rectory exchange, is in Birmr 
ingh ain On February 28, about 
3,000 telephone subscribers 
previously on the Sutton Cold¬ 
field exchange were transferred 
to Rectory. 

Commenting on the 'switch¬ 
over, the Post Office says : “ The 
TXE4 programme, which is 
crucial not only to the future 
of the Post Office network but 
to that of industry, can go 
ahead in confidence that the 
system has been proven." 

STC said yesterday that an 
improved version of the TXE4 
known as the 1 TXE4A, was 
under development at Standard 
Telecommunication Laborator¬ 
ies, Harlow. 


ESSEX WATER COMPANY 

Continuing Programme of 
Capital Expenditure 

The Annual General Meeting of Essex Water Company 

was held on March 16 in London. Mr. A. W. White, F.C.A., the Chairman, presiding . 


The following is his circulated statement: 

The abnormally long dry summer resulted in the 
inevitably increased demand for domestic water, but at 
no time was it- found necessary -to- restrict supplies to 
consumers. However, the demand for metered supplies 
by industrial and other consumers fell for the second 
year in succession to 925% below that of two years ago; 
this results in a considerable reduction in revenue. The 
overall daily consumption was 78.5 million gallons which 
compares with a figure of 77JS million gallons in 1973 and 
77.0 million gallons in 1974. 

Water Rates and Charges 

In my statement last year I forecast that a material 
increase in the company’s water rates and charges in 
1975 would be necessary due to the unprecedented 
increases in costs of fuel and power, salaries and wages 
and of goods and services in general. Costs have con¬ 
tinued to rise in 1975. 

After having been held basically unchanged for the 
previous three years, since 1st July 1972, the standard 
domestic water rate was increased for the year com¬ 
mencing 1st July, 1975 to 6-32p in the £ on net annual 
value. At the same time, the differential rate charged in 
the areas formerly supplied by the Southend Waterworks 
Company and the Borough of Maldon was reduced from 
50% to 25% above standard in accordance with the 
Essex Water Order 1970. 

As from 1st April, 1975' the standard charge for 
metered supplies was increased to 51.4p per 1,(I,Q gallons 
and, at the same time, the differential charge in the areas 
formerly supplied by the Southend Waterworks-Company, 
the Borough of Maldon and the Maldon Rural District 
Council was reduced from 50% to 25% and in the area 
formerly supplied by the Borough of Chelmsford from 
30% to 15%. 

Some further increases in 1976 would appear to he 
unavoidable, but the percentage increases will be much 
less than those which had to be introduced in 1975 and 
will, in any case, be subject to scrutiny by the Price 
Commission before being implemented. This was of 
course the case with the 2975 increases in charges. 

Water Schemes and Capital Expenditure 

The statement of fixed assets shows that the net 
expenditure to 31st December, 1975 bad increased to 
£42,619,000. The extensions to the Layer-de-la-Haye works 
near Colchester have proceeded during the year in accord¬ 
ance with the .programme. The upward flow P.CJ. 
Immediom filters, the construction of which was reported 
as completed in my last report, are now successfully in 
operation. 


Work has started on the coaversion of the Layer- 
de-la-Haye pumping station, now steam driven, to enable 
it to run from the grid. Diesel driven standby generators 
are being provided at this works to safeguard water 
supplies in the event of any interruption in the grid 
supply. The control and administration building at 
Layer-de-la-Haye has now been completed, apart from 
the control equipment, and the administration area- is 
now occupied. 

The booster station ar Woodham Walter was further 
delayed due to £aults discovered iu testing, but has now 
been commissioned. The conversion oE the Abberton 
pumping station to enable it to run off the grid has now 
been completed. 

Danbury Reservoir, which is nearing completion, will 
enable closer control to be exercised over the flows in 
the Stour aqueducts. There have been the usual additions 
to trunk and distribution mains and the construction of 
a small service reservoir at Frye ruing has been 
commenced. 

Changes in Capital 

On 18th November, 1975, an issue of £3,500,000 of 9% 
redeemable preference stock 1981 was made at an average 
price of E99S4 per £100 of stock. From the proceeds of 
this issue £986,113 of 2375% (formerly 4J%) redeemable 
preference stock 1973/75 was redeemed on 31st December, 
1975. The balance will be used to finance tbe condoning 
programme of capital expenditure on improving and 
extending existing works and mains. 

.General 

Tbe company’s chief chemist reports that supplies 
have been of tbe usual high standard of chemical and 
bacteriological purity, although unusually low river flows 
caused some problems with taste from time to time. 
40,814 water samples were examined at the company’s 
laboratories during the year. 

Although it was not found necessary to restrict 
supplies to consumers, nevertheless difficulties were 
experienced at peak periods in a few remote areas. 
Temporary remedial action was taken and permanent 
solutions should be provided in time for next summer. 
Whilst any inconvenience to consumers is regretted, the 
very hot summer ivith its high peak demands proved . 
useful in testing the distribution sysiem which otherwise, 
happily, stood up xvell to the demands made upon it. 

Our relations with the National Water Council and 
with the Anglian Water Authority continue to be both 
close and friendly. We have also received much helpful 
advice from the Water Companies’ Association.

Bonn lowers 
interest rate

Downward trends of West 
German long-term interest rates 
took another step forward today 
with rhe announcement of a 
new DM 600m (about £128m) 
eight-year Federal Government 
loan which will cany an interest 
rate of 7.5 per cent. 

The Federal Bank announced 
in Frankfurt that the loan 
would go on sale next Monday 
at a price of 99.5 per cent, to 
yield 7.59 per cent. 

The last West German public 
issue, a DM 250m eight-year 
offering from the Lastenaus- 
gleichsbank, went on sale last 
Wednesday with a nominal 
interest rate of 7.75 per cent 
and yielding 7.88 per cent 

The Federal Bank-said today 
that it would hold an extra 
DM 60m of the new issue in 
reserve to regulate price fluc¬ 
tuations on the domestic bond 
market.

Although the previous DTI 
may have been no more than 
an. unhappy coalition of trade 
and industry, there was at least 
some better hope of establishing 
a profitable connexion between 
the two. Most industry is con¬ 
cerned ' - with manufacturing 

E roducts (industry), which then 
ave to be sold (trade), and the 
transaction has to be completed 
at a profit (Treasury?). 

In this country our institu¬ 
tions " somehow contrive to 
separate these, three elements. 

As it is we have the Depart¬ 
ment of Industry lending out 
money to industries which, if 
they increased their. produc¬ 
tivity would merely increase 
the nation’s loss, eg Concorde; 
a Department of Trade with an 
almost zero understanding of 
marketing — providing sales 
opportunities is not the same— 
and a system of money manage¬ 
ment that gets lost between 


Treasury and the City^—the last 
Heath “dash for growth” re¬ 
mortgaged the country. 

Industry . cannot segregate 
manufacturing, marketing and 
money decisions. And yet the 
state institutions are so -com¬ 
partmentalized and uniquely 
structured never to see the total 
problem.

The Year's Results - 

In the Accounts accompanying this State- , 

ment Profits before taxation for theyear to 
31st December 1975 amount to £BJ54,- 
OOO. This is an increase of £702,000 over 
the figure of £8.052,000 for the previous 
year. It represents an increase of 8.7% and 
overall can be considered as satisfactory 
against a background of increasing 
overheads and difficult economic con¬ 
ditions. As a result of continued inflation a 
further significant increase In salaries was 
swarded during 1975 and we also felt the 
Jull impact of the large Increases insalanes 
agreed during 1974. Other material in¬ 
flationary Increases were experienced, 
particularly in postages, telephones, elec¬ 
tricity. stationery and in local rates, as 
in 1974 a larger than usual provision for 
Bad and Doubtful Debts was required, 
reflecting the continuing adverse climate in 
certain sectors of our lending. In addition, 
further provision had to be made for our 
share of estimated losses in the Support 

An°l nterinfD^vfien^ of B 8 %was paid on 5th 
August 1975 and the Board now recom¬ 
mend a Final Dividend of 9.6%, making a 
total of 17.6% for the year, an increase of 
10% over the total of 16% paid in 1974. 

The balance of Profit & Loss Account after 
taxation and appropriations for Dividends, 
amounted to £3,033,000 and this sum haft 
been retained and transferred to Reserves. 

Advances to customers as at 31 st 
December last totalled £409 million, snow¬ 
ing a very modest increase compared with 
■the figure of £402 million twelve months 
earlier. ^This reflects an easing of demand in 
the latter 1 part of 1975 ana quite a con¬ 
siderable downturn during the month or 
December, indeed, the level of our lending 
at 31 st December was substantially below 
the average for the year. Deposits at £635 
million show an. increase of £41 million 
over the previous year which again _ is 
modest compared with the average in¬ 
crease during 1975. Notes mi circulation 
increased by *5.4 million to £45.2 million. 
The Consolidated Balance Sheet shows a 
high level of liquidity with liquid assets at 
£300 million, being more than 40% of 

Current Liabilities. ._. 

ThBre has been a further significant 
increase in the number of our customers 
and in the use of the Bank's ever-widening 
range of services. We have seen also 
substantial growth in our Overseas • 
business and this undoubtedly reflec ts th e 
continued buoyancy of the oountprs 
oeneral export performance. We find that a 
growing number of s'maller businesses are 
pursuing, for the first tin^newcrtkrtsfor 
lheir products through export markets. Vve 
try to encourage this and one area in which 
our help is especially sought rs in the 
handling of the documentation asstwiated 
with foreign transactions. It can be an 
inhibiting factor and one which .could 
otherwise occupy a disproportionate 
amount of management time in relation to 
the value of the order. , . . 

Our Subsidiaiy Companies, Clydesdale • 
Bank Finance Corporation Ud, Clydesdale 
Bank Insurance Services Ltd, and Scottish 
Computer Services Ltd have each made 
good progress during the year and are 
providing their services to a„9 r p win g 
number of customers of the Bank and 
others. Scottish Computer Services have 
completely re-equipped during 1975 with 
the result that computer capacity ana 

• capability have bean greatly enhanced. 

Premises _ 

Over the past year we have continued to 
examine the disposition of our Branch 
network. We have reduced the hours ot 
attendance at a few Branches and some 
others have been placed under the 
managership of nearby larger Branches. 
Rationalisation of this kind permits us to 
conserve our resources and establish new 
Branches in areas where developments 
create a need for our .services. We nave 
opened four new Branches in 1975 and we 
anticipate that s similar number wul be 

open«J in the current year. Workof a majw 

nature will be completed during 1976. at 
■our Piccadilly Circus Branch, London, at 
Foregete, Kilmarnock, and on prerrusas to 
house our West End Branch, Aberdeen, in 
all three locations the larger spa 1 ® j 1 ™* 
modem facilities are urgently needed to 
improve conditions for customers and stair 
alike. 


Turning now to the Head Office complex, 
discussions with the planning authorities 
were satisfactorily conducted and demoli¬ 
tion of the derelict buildings on the West 
George Street side of the site has been 
completed. The work of reconstruction has 
now commenced and we areconfidentthat 
th» building which will r»«ul* v'«U bo «* 
credit to the commercial heart of G lasgow. 
The newbuildingwill be an extension to the 
present Head Office and will be linked to 
the old building at first floor level. The 
additional space is urgently required but it 
would probably be over-optimistic to 
forecast a building period of less than two 
years. . 




General Economic Background 
The economic background against which 
both the Bank and its customers operated 
in 1975 proved to be as difficult as had been 
expected from the experience of the 
previous two years. Recession has of 
course been a global problem but one 
which is now receding in some of ourmajor 
export markets. In this country, however, 
recovery is taking somewhat longer and it 
was not until the turn of the year that there 
was even an indication that we might have 
reached the bottom of the cycle. A period or 
sustained improvement based on sound 
economic principles will require pauence 
and application from all sides of industry 
and commerce and will depend upon 
support for the measures needed to 
acmeve the objective. . _ 

It is generally agreed that an early priority 
must be a reduction in the growing burden 
of public expenditure to a level which the 
country can afford. It has been supported 
only by overseas borrowing, by the abnor¬ 
mally high rate of personal savings, and by 
the diversion to the public sector of funds 
which will be vital to the private sector 
when trading conditions improve. The 
excesses have undoubtedly been a con¬ 
tributory factor to the high rate of inflation 
prevalent throughout the past twelve 
months, a rate which has moderated 
recently but which must still be regarded as • 
unacceptably high. 

Whilst inflation imposes its own pressures 
on overheads and cash flows, there is 
another factor which Is increasingly strain¬ 
ing corporate resources andto which I think 
. more prominence might be given. It is the 
ever-widening mass of legislation to which 
we are subjected coupled with the atten¬ 
dant demands for statistical information. 
Socially desirable though much of it may 
be, its introduction could perhaps have 
bean deferred‘to enable us to devote our 
energies to the more pressing problems of 
thesetimes. . ..... .. . _ , 

I am particularly mindful in this context ot 
the impositions on the smaller businesses 
who cannot afford the extra staff nor the 
time from their day-to-day affairs and of 
course the additional costs may not be 
recovered meantime through higherprices. 
A factor which was also underlined last 
year and one which offers considerable 

• scope for improvement was the poor 

productive performance evident over a 
wide range of Industry. Production itself 
-was bound to be depressed with such a 
high percentage of people unemployed but 
ihe fact that it made any headway at all 
illustrates the degree to which business 
efficency could be more rigorously pur¬ 
sued. in spite of economic difficulties many 
companies nevertheless were able to 
operate profitably in 1975 indicating that 
opportunities still exist where good 
management and business flair can find 
their reward. .... 

If we are to achieve tha leva! of investment 
which will enable businesses to take early 
advantage of any real upturn in trading 
activity we must provide the incentive for 
them to comm it themselves where they see 

the prospect of a reasonable return. . 

One of the favourable influences wmen 
would enable us to participate m the 
increasing volume of international uade 
now apparent overseas is the comparative 
advantage our export prices should be 
'deriving from the lower exchange values of 

• Sterling in relation to other principal 
currencies. The Steady reduction in our 
imports of oil, partly by economies and 
partly from gradually increasing, home 
production, is already evident in the 


improvement in our balance of payments. A 
period of relative stability in commodity 
prices has clearly heipedtooalthough it js a 
force over which we have little controL The 
bill for such imports could be expected to 
rise as production and re : stockmg get 
underway. 

The Scottish Scene 
The influences of the national economy 
dominate the performance of the Scottish 
economy with only minor variations in 
certain sectors and in certain regions. 

The rate of unemployment in Scotland is 
still amongst the highest m Great Britain 
although our relative performance has 
shown a marked improvement in recent 
years. This hasbeen attributable pnncjpally 
to the development of North Sea oil with an 
ever-widening range of industnes and 
services taking advantage of the oppor¬ 
tunities available. Not unnaturally the pace 
of development is now showing signs of 
slowing down but. nevertheless, oil ex¬ 
ploration and production must play an 
important part in our economy for at least 
the next decade. 1 have already referred to 
the increasingly significant contribution 
which is being made to our balance of 
payments from the oil now coming on¬ 
stream but I would like to stress the urgent 
need for orders for further production 
platforms. Not only would such orders offer 
security of employment for the many 
thousands directly involved in construction 
but they would provide a stimulus to 
general business confidence. ' 

In other sectors, the clothing and textile 
industries have experienced an improve¬ 
ment recently and together with carpet 
manufacturers they are enjoying a healthy 
export trade, significantly with other coun¬ 
tries in the EEC. 

Another sector in which an encouraging 
trend was apparent during 1975 was the 
agricultural industry. Recovery fro ? 1 ** Te 
very depressed conditions __ of 1974 was 


muen neaunrer suue. one ui um w,*- 
industries, tha prosperity of farming is vital 
to our economic wellbeing but it too is 
facing cash problems arising from inflation. 
But there ere other sectors where the 
immediate outlook must be viewed with 
much less optimism. The merchant ship¬ 
building industry is depressed and since 
any improvement in new orders must be 
preceded by an upturn in world trade there 
may be some considerable delay before 
healthy order books are again built up. The 
Scottish section of the car Industry too has 
suffered in common with its counterparts 
south of the Border. Immediate effects from 
the redundancies are already beingfeit and 
suppliers of parts and services, together 
with the many other people dependent 
upon this industry for their livelihood will 
come uniter increasing pressure in the 
months ahead. .... 

From the broader industnal and economic 
scene in Scotland at present, there are few 
indications which would warrant the 
adoption of a confident view of sustained 
recovery over the shorter term. Rather the 
mood must be one of cautious optimism. 
Certainly the wide range of incentives 
available throughout Scotland for in¬ 
dustrial development, expansion and in¬ 
vestment should help to alleviate un¬ 
employment although they are essentially 
a longer term solution. Nevertheless in¬ 
troduction of a wider diversity of industries 
must be our constant aim in spreading our 
economic base. . . 

In conclusion we must all recognise th 2 t 
the first priority in setting economic growth 
off on the right road is the control and 
reduction of inflation. Reducing the burden 
of excessive public expenditure will moke a 
significant contribution to achieving this 
but the high level of unemployment means 
that we cannot cut back too quickly. The

LORD JUSTICE MEGAW said 
that the facts were not in dispute. 
The flat had been let to Mrs 
Aisutton. for five years from 
March 25, 1961, at a rent of £425 
per arninm (increased in 1970 to 
£5401 payable quarterly in advance 
on tiie usual quarter days. She 
remained in occupation after the 
expiry of file lease, and had been 
a “statutory regulated tenant”. 
. On October 21, 1373, under sec¬ 
tion 44 of the Rent Act, 1968, the 
landlords applied to the rent 
officer to register an increased 
rent as a fair rent for the flat. 
A quarter's rent fell due on 
December 25, 1973, by which date 
the rent officer bad not made his 
decision. Tbe tenant paid the 
landlords £135 due far the quarter 
ending March 24, 1974. On Janu¬ 
ary K) the rent officer issued his 
de cisio n and registered a new fair 
rent of £650 per annum. In accord¬ 
ance with section 48(1) the regis¬ 
tration was expressed to bare 
effect from the date of the land¬ 
lord’s application. • 

On January 21 the landlords 
served on the tenant a notice of 
Increase of tent in the form pre¬ 
scribed by the regulations made 
under section 26(2), showing the 
increase, with “ date of.new 
rent ” “ as from 10.1.74 * • By an 
accompanying letter the landlords 
said that meant tbat “as from 
10.1.74 rent wffl be payable at the 
rate of £162^0 per quarter ’ and 
that file additional amount “from 
10.1.74 to 24.3.74 was £2230 . 

Tbe tenant's case was that fee 
pu rported notice was invalid and 
of no effect. 

In las Lordship’s view, the ded- 
ston depended on the meaning of 
nenrann 22. Tbe. meaning was to 
be finmd in the words of fee sec¬ 
tion, epjflytag fee meatd ng gve n 
by seezion 38 to “ statutory 
period 

Section 38(1) defined “statu¬ 
tory period ’* as " any rental 
period of a registered tenan cy 
which is not a contractual period.” 
Skice there was no contractual 
period in fee present case, fee 
** rental period ” meant a period 
in respect of which a payment of 
Tern fen to be made, so the 
«* statmwy period ” was a quarter. 

The tenant bad s nfamfe ad that 
the kmdtards’ notice of increase 
of rent was not valid unless the 
date which St specified as fee day 
on wfateh fee increased reafi was to 
take effect was a day on which 
the rent ffeH due to be paid. Thus 
the present notice could only have 
been valid if it had specified 
either March 25, 1974, or some 
later quarter day as the effective 
date of increase. As it specified 
January 10, 1974, it was invalid. 

Judge Llewellyn had accepted 
the tenmx's submissions and dis¬ 
missed tbe landlords' claim. They 
appealed . 

Since by reference to tbe defi¬ 
nition in section 38(1) and tbe 
faces of the case the “statutory 
period ” was a quarter, section 
22(2) might be re-written : “ (2) 

. . . where a rent for a dwelling- 
house is registered ... the follow¬ 
ing provisions shall apply with re¬ 
spect to tbe rent for any quarter 
. ; (b) if fee rent payable for 

any quarter would be less toon fee 
rent so registered. It may be in¬ 
creased up to tbe amount of that 
rent by a notice of increase . . .

His Lordship did not think it , 
was 'permissible, for fee purpose 
■ of construing the words of section 
22, to have regard to fee common 
law principles governing'the time 
when rent was doe or the Indivis¬ 
ibility of rent for a rental period. 
The 1968 Act was a consolidation 
Act, but for fee purpose of con¬ 
struing fee words of section 22 It 
, was not permissible to have regard 
: to stautory provisions earlier than 
the 1965 Act which first intro¬ 
duced the law with -which- section- -
